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WATCHING RUSSIA’S ACTS 


THE SITUATION STILL REGARDED 
AS VERY GRAVE. 

THE REPORTS FROM AFGHANISTAN SOME- 
WHAT MORE REASSURING—VARIOUS 
COMMENTS ON RUSSIA’S PURPOSE. 

LonDon, July 16.—The Standard, in an 
editoriai on the reported advance of Rus- 
sian troops to Zulfikar Pass, says that, al- 
though more reassuring news was received 
late yesterday from Col. Ridgeway, the 
chief of the British Afghan Boundary 
Commission, the news from other sources 
regarding the Russian movements is of 
the grivest character. The only redeem- 
ing feature of the intelligence from Af- 
ghanistan, says the Standard, is that the 
Afghans have attached themselves more 
firmly than ever to our side. 

This morning’s Telegraph, in its article 
on the Afghan news, says: ‘The objec- 
tion of the Ameer of Afghanistan to Rus- 
sia’s claim to a position practically com- 
manding the Zulfikar Pass is supported by 
Lord Salisbury. Lord Salisbury’s reluc- 
tance to consent to Russia’s offer to sub- 
mit the question in dispute to a joint com- 
mission is Owing to his belief that such a 
course would be resultless, and would only 
delay a settlement of the matter.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that there 
should be no dispute between England and 
Russia about the Zulfikar Pass, because it 
was ceded to the Afghans before Mr. 
Gladstone retired from office. The dis- 
pute now is, the Gazette contends, as to 
whether the Afghans can claim as a part 
of the Zulfikar Pass a position command- 
ing the pass aud the possession of which 
by the Ameer would cut off communica- 
tion between the Russian frontier post 
at Akrobat and the wells and pas- 
turages in the valley to the north of 
the pass, which are admitted to be 
Russian. M. de Giers, Russian Foreign 
Minister, in the negotiations which re- 
sulted in the cession of the pass itself to 
the Ameer, distinctly, the Gazette says, re- 
fused to concede this position to Mr. 
Gladstone, and he will not concede it to 
the Marquis of Salisbury. ‘It will,’ de- 
clures the paper, * be wanton naughtiness 
if the Marquis of Salisbury and Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill expose themselves to a re- 
buff which can only be averted by war. 
it was Earl Granville’s folly to claim this 
disputed land, and it will be Lord Salis- 
bury’s crime if there be war about it.” 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, stated in the House of 
Commons this afternoon that the Govern- 
ment had nothing further to impart re- 
garding the reported Russian advance in 
Afghanistan. 

The Times, in an editorial, says that all 
the powers, with the exception of Russia, 
have given their assent to the issue of an 
Egyptian loan. Russia’s silence, the Times 
says, increases the apprehension in regard 
to the Afghan situation. 

Mr. Robert Bourke, Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, in the House of Com- 
mons, this afternoon, stated that the Gov- 
ernment had made representations to Rus- 
sia in regard to the recent flogging by 
Russian officials under Gen. Komaroft’s 
command of a British Consul’s clerk. 
Russia, in answer, Mr. Bourke said, had 
promised to make inquiry into the affair, 
and Gen. Komaroff had explained that at 
the time the man was whipped the Rus- 
sians Were unaware that he was a clerk in 
the British Consul’s service,ybut supposed 
be was a suspicious person. 


The Stock Exchange closed witha better’ 


feeling, owing to favorable rumors re- 
specting negotiations with Russia. 

Vienna, July 16.—The Politsche Corre- 
spondenz publishes a semi-ofiicial dispatch 
irom St. Petersburg to-day on the Central 
Asia question, which says that Russia 
counts with certainty on the help of 
France in any contest which the Czar may 
have with England in Asia. France, the 
article declares, will be compelled to es- 
tablish a protectorate over Tonquin, and 
the English in India will then be between 
two fires, and their interest is to avoid 
any policy likely to lead to a Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance. This isa set-off to the in- 
creasing friendliness between England and 
Germany. 

BERLIN, July 16.—Advices received here 
from St. Petersburg state that the Afghan 
boundary question is not yet finally set- 
tied, but that the main points are adjust- 
ed. The details of the frontier delimita- 
tion are, it is said, being arranged satis- 
favtorily to the powers directly interested, 


and a settlement of the whole dispute 
which will be equally acceptable to Kng- 
land and to Russia is expected to be ob- 
tained soon. The same advices state that 
Russia has not demanded any definite 
guarantees. 

Paris, July 16.—There isa panic on the 
Bourse to-day, and a heavy fall has oc- 


curred in prices of most securities, owing 
to the reports that a crisis between Russia 
and England was imminent. It is said 
that Russia is negotiating a warloan. The 
absence of official news from Afghanistan 
is considered ominous. The 7emps says 
that officers of the Russian Army now on 
furlough have been ordered to rejoin their 


regiments at once. 
Stmua, India, July 16.—Capts. Yate and 


Peacock, who were sent by Col. Ridgeway 
to Herat, have arrived at that place. 


SOME OF ENGLAND’S PROBLEMS. 
LonpDon, July 16.—It is reported that the 
Government intends to grant an inquiry 


jnto the Maamtrasna murders. 

Mr. Robert Bourke, Under Foreign Sec- 
retary, stated in the House of Commons 
this afternoon that the convention pro- 
viding a loan of $45,000,000 for Egypt re- 
mained unratified by the powers, and that 
on this account the money had not been 
raised. 

The text of the bill to improve the hous- 
ing of the poor of London, prepared by 
the Marquis of Salisbury, has been given 
to the public. The measure provides that 
in the construction of workingmen’s lodg- 
ing houses in London and its urban and 
rural sanitary districts, a compulsory con- 
dition shall be that in leasing unfurnished 
houses a guarantee be given that the 
dwellings shall be placed in a reasonably 
fit condition for human habitation. The 
bill contemplates the removal of the Mill- 
bank, Pentonville, and Coldbath Fields 
Prisons and the devotion of their sites to 
oa construction of workingmen’s dwell-

he budget was read a second time in 
the House of Commons this evening. Sir 
Hugh Childers, the late Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said that notwithstanding the 
previous vote of the House he was con- 
fident that beer, wine, and spirits ought to 
be subjected to higher taxes. He denied 
that the revenue from them had decreased, 
and expressed his belief that they could be 
made to produce fully £6,000,000 per year. 

The bill removing the electoral dis- 
qualification from voters accepting gra- 
tuitous medical relief has passed its 
second reading by a vote of 279 to 20, 

Mr. Gladstone is suffering from hoarse- 
ness and has been enjoined to rest his voice 
for three weeks. e has written to Mr. 
Childers protesting against the Conserva- 
tives implying that the limit of indirect 
taxation has beenreached. Mr. Gladstone 
still considers it an essential element of 
the financial system.

THE SCANDAL INVESTIGATION. 
THE TESTIMONY BEFORE THE COMMITTEE 
AND SOME WHICH WAS OFFERED IT. 

Lonpon, July 16.—The Pall Mali Gazette 
has issued ina single edition a complete 
publication of the full text of all its reve- 
lations. Theedition is having an enormous 
sale, and the proceeds are to be devoted 
toward defraying the expenses of the com- 
mission which is examining the data upon 
which the Gazette’s articles are based. 

The commission yesterday afternoon 
spent three hours at the Mansion House 
examining under oath before the Lord 
Mayor and the City Recorder one of the 
Patt Mall Gazette’s reportorial commission- 
ers. The Lord Mayor presided over the 
examination. Neither he nor any of 
the dignitaries present would converse 
with members of the press about the pro- 
ceedings any further than to,say that the 
examination was confined to the work of 
sifting the evidence gathered by the re- 
porter in support of the Fall Mau Gazette's 
statement that. among the criminal estab- 
lishments purveying to vice in London, 
was the procuration firm of Mmes. X. and 
Z., whose business consisted in supplying 
customers all over Europe with young 
female children, certitied by reputable 
physicians to be innocent. The personages 
engaged in this inquiry say they will not 
speak upon the subject, for publication, 
until the commission of inquiry finishes 
its work, which willrequire another week. 

One of the commissioners of the Pall 
Mall Gazette reports to that paper to-day 
the following facts, the truth of which he 
declares to be incontestible: In order to 
show the Mansion House Committee that 
the diabolical business exposed by the 
Gazette was still carried on as boldly as 
ever notwithstanding the revelations, the 
reporter offered to procure from the es- 
tablishment of X. and as many cer- 
tified girls as the committee might 
pame delivered anywhere to their 
order. There being some hesitation 
about the acceptance of this proposition, 
the reporter, while the committee was in 
session, went to a procuress and ordered a 
pretty girl 14 years of age, certified by a 
ee to be good, to be delivered to 

is order as ‘‘agent for a gentleman of 
60.” The madame accepted the order and 
in a short time produced the girl cer- 
tified. The reporter investigated the 
child’s history and ascertained that her 
father was dead and her mother was a 
poor workingwoman. The girl was 
dressed in an old biack frock. Having 
compieted the purchase of the girl the re- 
porter hastened to arrange for her deliv- 
ery anywhere and to any person desig- 
nated by the committee. 

No member of the committee would con- 
sent to receive the girl. The reporter 
thereupon arranged for her delivery to- 
night and hurried back to the Mansion 
House, having completed the entire trans- 
action during the single sitting of the com- 
mittee. This morning the reporter re- 
ceived a confidential letter from Mme. Z. 
appointing a retired place to meet the girl 
to-night. 

In addition to the above incident the 
Pail Mall Gazette publishes the following: 
“The Gazette reporter who was examined 
under oath at the Mansion House yester- 
day offered to prove the truth of the 
Gazette's statements concerning the places 
of Mesdames X, and Z. by an actual pur- 
chase. to. be made by telegraph while the 
committee was in session. The reporter 
wired the mesdames to supply a certified 
maid to a private house near the Mansion 
House, where any member of the commit- 
tee could satisfy himself beyond doubt re- 
garding the ghastly business. He assured 
the committee thut the order would be 
promptly filled, but no member of the com- 
mittee would consent to undertake ex- 
posing himseif to the proposed ordeal or 
receive the purchase in a way.” 

Sir Richard Assheton Cross, Home Sec- 
retary, speaking this afternoon in the 
House of Commons abeut the revelations 
of the Pall Mail Gazette, said that nobody 
could sympathize more than he with the 
work which the Gazette was performing, 
and he declared that the Home Depart- 
ment would use every possible effort to 
discover and punish the perpetrators of 


the offenses exposed.

THE MUNSTER BANK'S AFFAIRS. 
Cork, July 16.—The excitement caused 
by the suspension of the Munster Bank is 
subsiding. A feeling of greater easiness 


now prevails. Among the institution’s 


shareholders it has been suggested to sub- 


seribe to a voluntary cali for $5 per share 
on the entire capital to raise a fund with 
which to tide over the crisis in the bank’s 
affairs. Governmental assistance to replace 
the bank on a working basis is hoped 
for. A large meeting of proprietors, held 
here to-day, appointed a committee to 
consider the best means to reconstruct the 
Munster Bank and facilitate its liquida- 
tion. Mr. Shaw, member of Parhament, 
said he could have obtained 31,000.000 
from London firms to avert suspension if 
he had known of the bank’s condition.

INSURGENTS QUICKLY ROUTED. 

LonpDon, July 16.—A dispatch from Ma- 
drid gives the following: “A camp of in- 


surgents was formed near Mataro, and 


soon @ large number of recruits, well 
armed, joined the rebels. The Government 
early yesterday morning got news of the 
existence of this camp and sent a large force 
of troops to captureit. The troops made 
a sudden descent on the insurgents, and 
the latter fied in every direction without 
firing a gun. The troops pursued sand 
captured most of them. Inthe meantime 
the Government was active with the tele- 
graph wires, and instructions were sent to 
all the cities and towns of Spain to look 
out for revolutionary plotters. The police 
of Saragossa raided a house in that city 
which they had reason to suspect was be- 
ing used for a treasonable object on ac- 
eount of the number of men who fre- 
quented the place. The offiters surprised 
60 conspirators in the house and captured 
80 rifles. Col. Magallon, who is supposed 
to be the leader, has been tried and sen- 
tenced to death.”

Roms, July 16.—The Italian papers at- 
tach importance to the visit of the Moor- 
ish Embassy to Italy. King Humbert and 
Signor Depretis, Prime Minister, will go to 
Milan to meet the Embassy on its arrival. 

Paris, July 16.—The Senate has ratified 
the Tien-Tsin treaty. The Chamber of Dep- 
uties has adopted all the clauses of the 
budget except two, which are reserved for 
further discussion. 

Gen. de Courcy telegraphs from Hué as 
follows: ‘* Allthe royal Princes have re- 
turned to Hué. They assembled at the 
French Legation and designated Thox- 
man, the King’s uncle, Regent until the 
King’s return. The King’s mother 
returns with the King's wives. 
A new Council has been formed 
of Ministers favorable to the French. 
The former Munister of War is a 
prisoner. The Regent has issued a procla- 
mation which commands the officials of 
Anam and Tonquin to restore order, to 

unish the rebels, and to assist the 

‘rench. Thuyet and 1,500 men hold the 
citadel of Camlo. The troops are in excel- 
lent condition.”’ 

Lonvon, July 16.—This was the second 
day of the contest at Wimbledon for the 
Queen’s Prize. Sergt. Ashall, of Canada, 
made an aggregate of 93, near the top 
score. He is thought to have an excellent 
chance of winning. 

The Submarine Cables bill, against the 
passage of which the American Telegraph, 
the Commercial,and the french Cable Com- 
panies, and Siemens Brothers have peti- 
tioned the House of Lords, provides for 
carrying into effect the international con- 
vention for the protection of submarine 
cables. The petitioners also ask that they 
may be heard by counsel against the bill. 

The Anchor Line steamer Caledonia, 
from Boston for London, previously re- 
ported with machinery disabled, has ar- 
rived off Scilly in tow. . 


MaprriD, July 16.—There were 1,496 new 
cases of cholera and 664 deaths from the 
disease in Spain yesterday. It is now ad- 
mitted that cholera exists also in the 
Provinces of Albacite and Navarre. 


NEW-YORK STATE POLITICS. 





THE OUTLOOK AS IT APPEARS TO SENATOR 
WARNER MILLER, 

Cuicaao, July 16.—Senator Warner Mil- 
ler turned up here to-day from a yachting cruise 
on Lake Superior. With him were H. H. War- 
ner, of Rochester; T. Jerome, of Saginaw, Mich., 
a brother to the ex-Governor, and Mr. Cameron, 
an English artist. They were aboard Mr. War- 
ner’s steam yacht and sailed in search of fishing. 
*IT saw my first newspaper for three weeks yes- 
terday,” said Mr. Miller, when asked about 
politics. ‘*‘When I left New-York no Repub- 
lican candidate had forged so far ahead 
as to be assured of the nomina- 
tion for Governor, although Secretary of 
State Carr seemea then to have astrong hold. 
Ihave read of the movement toward Andrews, 
but what it will amount toI donotxnow. On 


the Democratic side Gov. Hil! is being earnestly 
opposed by the independents, but he appears 
booked for nomination.” : 

“Will the Republicans be able to retain the 
Irish vote they obtained from the Democrats 
last Fall?” 

“I think they will hold very nearly all of it, 
although some may go back. It came mainly 
from the tariff issue, and there is no good reason 
for its changing again at the present state of 
affairs.” 

** Will the election be an index to the feeling 
in the State on the Administration?” 

“Cleveland bas not taken a pusition on any of 
the great questions yet, and all there is to define 
his course iu anything so tar is the disposition of 
the offices. He seems to be balancing in that, 
endeavoring to give enough to somewhat ap- 
pease the more ciamorous of his party and not 
enough to alienate the independents. He may 
keep this up until after the election, claiming to 
the Democrats that the changes will be made 
when that is over, andto the independents that 
his pledges are kept. ut he cannot keep up 
this balancing indetinitely, and he must fall on 
one side or the other. A man can walk a tigbt- 
rope across Niagara Fails, but if he attempted 
to walka tight rope from New-York there would 
come a time when he would tumble off,”

DR. PEACOCK PARDONED. 
TRENTON, July 16.—The Court of Par- 
dons, after a long consideration of the case, 
granted a pardon to-day to Dr. Rufus J. Pea- 
cock, once a prominent physician in Jersey City, 
who about 18 months ago was sentenced to two 


yearsinthe State prison for conspiring to de- 


fraud the Legion of Honor of Hudson County. 
The organization has connected with it a life in- 
surance department. Peacock was the medical 
examiner, and in that capacity, aided and 
abetted by J..D. Harrington, made out fraudu- 
lent claims against the organization. The latter 
was also sentenced to a term in the State prison, 
which he isstillserving, Peacock will be greatly 
missed by the.convicts. There is no resident 
physician in the prison, and he has been respond- 
ing to calls for medical assistance at night and 
at such other times as the. prison doctors were 
absent. Recently on the occasion of the ilJness 
and death in the prison of Ex-Auditor Paimer, 
of Newark, Peacock was the only doctor in at- 
tendance. His willingness to serve his unfort- 
unate fellows rendered him popular in the 
prison. 


NEWSPAPER MEN ON A GRAND JURY. 

Farco, Dakota, July 16.—Some comment 
has been excited by the fact that a large 
number of newspaper men have been drawn 
upon the United States Grand Jury 
now in session in this city. The reason 
for this was suggested in Judge McConnell’s 
charge to the Grand Jury. In this the Judge 
said that he had been informed by a citizen who 
would probably testify before the Grand Jury 
that there was a conspiracy between the 
officers of the Devil’s Luke Land Office and 
a newspaper pubiisher to make an exorbitant 
charge for the publication of legal notices. “If 
these charges are true,” said yates McConnell, 
“indictments should be round and the guilty be 
tried. I charge you to investigate fully and im- 
gente’, with malice toward none and onarity 
for all, but let full justice be done.” .

MAHONE’S FOND EMBRACE 


PROVING HIS POWER AND SILEN- 
CING RIDDLEBERGER. 
EMPTY RECONCILIATION OF THE TWO VIR- 
GINIA LEADERS—JOHN 8S, WISE PROMPT- 
LY NOMINATED FOR GOVERNOR, 

RicHMOND, Va., July 16.—Mahone has 
had his own way in his own convention, 
has secured the adoption of his own 
‘platform, and has nominated his own 
slate. By a two-thirds vote he has held 
the plan of organization which has 
given him control of a large proportion 
of the County Committees and of the 
machine. While this was a great personal 
victory, it is one full of menace to the 
boss and to the party, for the opposition 
to him in the State. as represented by the 
minority, came from the independent 
west and southwest and from a class of 
men very different in temperament, char- 
acteristics, and general intelligence and 
independence from that of the east and 
southeast, where Mahone is in control. 

The convention that completed its work 
between 8 and 4 o’clock this morning, 
while the best in some respects that has 
assembled under Mahone leadership, and 
while not, as a whole, disorderly, was 
stirred toward its close by a disturbance 
that threatened to become a sanguinary 
row, but which was suddenly, by sharp 
management, turned into a dramatic 
triumph for Mahone, and ended in 
a ridiculous, meretricious love feast. 
Senator Riddleberger’s part in the con- 
vention was that of a guerrilla politician. 
He rather prided himself upon his lack of 
dignity. Coming to the convention with- 
out purpose, he sided with the Cameron 
men in the fight for a new plan of organi- 
zation, but he held no consultations with 
them, entered into no alliance with the 
delegates opposed to Mahone, and by his 
quarrelsome and _ vindictive attacks 
upon the Chair did more harm 
than good to the Cameron cause. The 
convention would not have witnessed 
the scrimmage that took place at mid- 
night if Riddleberger had not been there. 
The Chair had ruled him out of order. 
With intemperate obstinacy he defied the 
Chairman to sext him or put him out. It 
is more than half suspected that he would 
have been delighted if he could have so 
exasperated the convention as to secure 
his ejection. That might have made it 
easy for him to march gracefully and 
proudly back into the Democratic Party. 

Smarting with a sense of having been 
made the target for indignities at the 
hands of the Chairman, he had forced his 
way tothe stage, and, planting himself 
behind the footlights, with his hands rest- 
ing on his hips, he began an aimless speech. 
He had friends on the floor and in the gal- 
leries, and they encouraged him with 
piercing yells. ‘The Chairman did not heed 
the Senator, but stood before his red and 
white throne demanding the attention of 
the convention. There was a semi-circular 
open space before the Chairman, the re- 
pores at the left and a bristling 
ine of Mahone leaders filling up the 
line clear round to the private box at the 
right. Delegate Wilson, of Botetourt, be- 
came excited by the yells of the gallery 
men aud, from behind Riddleberger, with 
his arms waving above his head, asserted 
that the galleries had been filled by Rid- 
dleberger and Cameron. Gen. Groner, of 
Norfolk, a close friend of Cameron and a 
man well aware of Riddleberger’s absolute 
irresponsibility for any part of the Cam- 
eron programme, fiushed crimson at this 
charge. ith clinched fist uphfted he 
marched straight across the stage toward 
Wilson, declaring: ‘You shall not say 
that, by God, Sir, for it is not so.” 

Jp sprang the leaders in the front row 
of the stage, crowded in an instant by 
those atthe back. The reporters at the 
side and the occupants of the boxes were 
standing upon chairs looking ata throng 
that swaved wildly about in the space that 
was clear but a moment before. A whis- 

ered warning went about to look for guns. 
Ihe footlights cast a bright light upon the 
struggling mass» Beyond the lights the 
excited convention, now in an uproar, was 
ready Yor a rush across the seats and upon 
the stage. Had one man fired a shot at 
that moment the hitherto orderly body 
would have become one of bloody rioters 
in the twinkle of an eye. : 

This was Mahone’s opportunity, and he 


saw it. Beating his way through the 


crowd that was trying to keep Groner and 
Wilson from coming to blows, he stood in 
the glare of the footlights, appealing in a 
piercing voice for order. he machine 
responded witb a yellfor its master. He 
had subdued it with a word. Before any- 
body could tell just how it happened he 
had subdued an incipient riot. He 


had cowed the turbulent Riddle- 
berger, and presently the two stood, 
with arms about each other’s shoulders, 
like ill-assorted twins of loveliness and 
peace. Riddleberger, who had come to 
the stage full of anger and fight, seemed 
to be only too glad to have got outofa 


bad box at any price. He promised to let 
the convention go on and, still with Ma- 


hone’s arms thrown about him in loving 
embrace, the gamecock of the Valley de- 
clared to the convention: ‘* Gentlemen, I 
am not conscious of having done anything 
wrong, but in your judgment, if you 
think I have, charge it to Mahone, he can 
stand it better than I can.”’ ) 

The cheers for Mahone and Riddle- 
berger that followed this snuffing out of 
Riddleberger served a good purpose in 
ridding the convention of Riddleberger’s 
presence. He had added one more inci- 
dent to his record that will fill a com- 
panion page to that occupied by the 
story of his attack in the Senate 
upon Bayard. To a reckless and pur- 


porien man it may cause no regret, 


ut it gives pain to many men who have 
hoped that Riddleberger has something 
good in him, and that it would yet be 
brought out. The suggestion that he is a 
common striker, and only appeared as an 
antagonist of Mabone in order to bring 
him to terms, is repelled by those who 
know him best. They say that he isa man 
of impulse, as devoid of political shrewd- 


ness as he 1s of lofty purposes. 

The nominating speeches from Mr. John 
S. Wise, Mr. H. C. Wood, and Mr. F. S. 
Blair were the usual utterance of personal 
friends for the candidates of their choice. 
The convention listened to them and ap- 

lauded them until after 2o’clock. Mr. 

Jise was nominated before the roll call 
had been completed. When it was found 
that he had more than 450 votes the name 
of Blair was withdrawn, and Wise was 
chosen unanimously and with great 
enthusiasm. His introduction to the 
convention was the cause of deafen- 
ing yells. ‘The speech which he 
made was a sample of the vigorous aggres- 
sive and effective talk which will compel 
the Democrats to find a talking man to 
oppose him, or put them in the disadvan- 
tageous position of refusing to divide 
time. To dothat would be a very un- 
popular thing in a State where joint dis- 
cussion has been the custom and where 
the voters judge their candidates by 
their ability to justify their beliefs 
in argument. Attorney-Generel Blair 
was brought upon the stage by Mr. Wise 
to add enthusiasm to the scene, and he 
and Mr. Wise, recently opponents, dra- 
matically clasped hands and pledged each 
other in the most eloquent terms to work 
for the success of the ticket. After Mr. 
H. C. Wood had been nominated for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor by acclamation, and with 
startling promptness, and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Blair had been renominated with a 
great shout, the convention, at 3:30 0’clock, 
adjourned. 

Most of the delegates say to-day that the 
ticket 13 a strongone and that it will be 
elected. Not so, however, with Riddle- 
herger. He has been loud in his declara- 
tions of contempt for the convention. its 





Chairman, and its ticket, which he char- 
acterizes as the cheap work of cheap men. 
Having apparently forgotten about his 
pone reconciliation with Mahone on the 

pera House stage, he shows that he 
suffers from the consciousness that he was 
treated with indignity. **Thisisno party for 
gentlemen,’”’ he says, referring to the 
attacks upon him, “ that brings niggers to 
the front to fight white men.

Some of the delegates laugh at this as 
only whisky talk and say that it is not 
worse than they have heard him use 
before after a convention that did not 
turn out to his liking, but Riddleberger 
has many friends.

That there is danger he will do so, not- 
withstanding his warm personal intimacy 
with Wise, is admitted by well informed 
Republicans, who say, also, that they ex- 

ect to see Wise butchered at the polis by 

epublicans. The Republicans have to 
gain Democratic votes to change the re- 
sult of last Fall, and cannot afford to lose 
any. Whether they will gain or lose de- 
pends largely upon the nominations made 
at the Democratic Convention, which is to 
meet here in a fortnight. 

Gov. Cameron is satisfied with Wise’s 
nomination. He is also gratified with the 
large vote obtained for the proposed plan 
of reorganization. Bearing in mind the 
fact that this was the first determined fight 
on Mahoneism or bossism, he considers the 
result as encouraging and as indicating 
@ growing opposition to that sort 
of control to which Mahone has 

iven his name. The leading machine 

epublicans doubt whether the Demo- 
crats will now nominate Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee. It is generally conceded that he 
would be no match in debate for Wise, and 
that a debating candidate must be found 
to meet his sharp and active tongue. Rep- 
resentative John Daniel and, Rep- 
resentative Barbour, both candidates 
tor the United States Senate to 
succeed Mahone, are each supposed 
to be anxious that the other shall be the 
candidate and be elected to simplify the 
Senatorial contest. The Republican Con- 
vention made brief reference to civil serv- 
ice reform, giving only three lines of its 
long platform toa bare declaration for 
that civil service ‘‘in which character and 
capacity shall be regarded as paramount 
tests for public employment.”’ 


A CLEVER FEMALE SWINDLER. 





HER DUPES NUMEROUS AND HER OPERA- 
TIONS WELL EXECUTED. 

Pirrspure, July 16.—The police are very 
anxious to find a bandsome young wom- 
an with a sweet smile, who has lately 
swindled several banks and business firms 
in this city and section of the coun- 
try. She also succeeded in blackmailing 
several well known men. Her operations have 
been so extensive that she will be enabled to re- 
tire on about $10,000. Among her victims are 


the Central Bank; Miss Hitchman, of this city; 
Mrs. Nellie Roberts, of Miliersburg; Capt. Al- 
fred McCloskey, of Parkersburg, West Va., and 
numerous others. The police and all concerned 
have taken particuiar pains to suppress the 
matter, especially men who were victim- 
ized by the fair swindler and were 
compelied to put up hush money to 
avoid their own exposure. The woman is known 
as Anna Flemmer. She was formerly a resident 
of this city, but has been absent for several 
months. hen she went away she sold her 
furniture. Her friends failed to explain satis- 
factorily ber sudden departure, but at the time 
her name was freely spoken in connection with 
a blackmailing scheme in which a rich East 
End man was the victim. She was not heard of 
again until a few days ago when she drove up in 
a handsome carriage to the Central Bank and 
presented a check for $300, purporting to have 
been signed by Miss Maud Hitchman, a depos- 
itor. The check was cashed, but Miss Hitchman 
repudiated it as a forgery. Chief of Detectives 
Roger O’Mara was notified of the affair, and he 
asked Mr. Hennings for a description of the fair 
forger. From the account he gave of her Miss 
Hitchman and O'Mara immediately recognized 
Anna Flemmer, both of whom knew her. 

Since the discovery of the forgery several 
other of Miss Fiemmer’s exploits have come to 
light. She went to Parkersburg and furnished 
a house in elegant style. She lived in luxury 
and ease and made lavish purchases. She 
made the acquaintance of Capt. McClos- 
key, a leading citizen of the place, 
who visited her house. He made _ several 
visits, and on one occasion Miss Fiemmer ex- 
pressed great admiration fora diamond ring he 
wore, e requested the loan of it, to have one 
made like it. In the meantime she also bor- 
rowed $500 from the gallant Captain, and subse- 
quently he was compelled to give her an addi- 
tional $500 to avoid a scandal, as bas since been 
learned, ; 

Atter the McCloskey episode Miss Flemmer 
sold her furniture and lett Parkersburg and 
bills behind to the amount of $1,200. Nextshe 
appeared in Millersburg and stopped in the 
house of Miss Nellie Roberts. From her she 
learned that she was a depositor in this city, and 
soon after she took her departure a forged check 
for $500 in Miss Robert’s pame was presented and 


paid. The description of the woman who 
cashed it tallies exactly with that of Anna 
Flemmer. In Millersburg she metan oil specu- 
lator from Philadelphia. He is a man well 
known in society, and she represented herseif as 
belonging to a well known Philadelphia family. 
They both registered at the same hotel, and next 
day Miss Flemmer charged the oli man, in the 
presence of a confederate, that he had visited 
her room during the night and demanded that 


he should marry her to cover the disgrace. It 
cost the oil man $5.000 to settie the case. Since 
he has learned the character of the woman he is 
no longer anxious to conceal! his adventure, and, 
together with the rest of her victims, he is doing 
everything possible to bring the woman to jus- 
tice. 





A BIG FACTORY BURNED, 
Curcago, July 16.—The buildings of the 


Brighton Park Cotton Manufacturing Company, 
on the Chicago and Alton Railroad, just outside 
tne city limits, were entirely destroyed by fire 
this afternoon. The factory snut down a week ago 
and there was nobody on the ground except a 
watchman. He discovered the fire in the 
stables at 8:15 o’clock, and gave an alarm. 
A volunteer fire corps fought the flames 


with buckets till the Fire Department ar- 
rived, when the flames had gained too 
much headway to permit the saving of the 
buildings. The fire spread to the main building, 
which was of brick and five’ stories roomy 
and at 6 o’clock nothing was left stand- 
ing of the factory except tall 
chimney. The factory was erected in 
1871, and with its equipment cost $150,000. It 
was Valued at present at $125,000 and was in- 


sured in 40 or 50 companies for an aggregate of 

88,000. It was owned by John McCaffrey, John 

. Hayne, and John Mitchell, and when 
in operation gave work to about 20 men and 120 
boys and giris. The daily outputof carpet warp 
and cotton batting was 3,500 to 4,000 pounds.

FIGHTING FOR THE WIRES. 


{THE.BANKERS AND MERCHANTS’ COMPANY 
GET TEMPORARY CONTROL. 

HAarrTrorD, Conn., July 16.—The United 
States court to-day was occupied in hearing 
arguments on a motion in the interest of the 
Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Company 
for an order to permit that company to have 
the use of its wires, which are hung on its own 
poles or on the poles of the American Rapid 
Company, until the question of approving the 
contract made by Receiver Harland with the 
Western Union Company shall be finally 
acted upon. An affidavit of F. W. Jones, 
General Manager of the Bankers and Mer- 


chants’ Company, showed that the wires 
claimed exclusively by the Bankers and 
Mercbants’ Company could be readily iden- 
tified. It was contended by counsel for the 
company that a contract was made by it with 
the Rapid Telegraph Company in October, 1883, 
under which its property was kept distinct. By 
this agreement each company was to pay the 
other a given sum per mile of wire for the use 
of wire and poles owned by each. 

Ex-Judge Dillon, counsel for the Western 
Union, said he was ignorant of the existence of 
any such contract and that it was not on record, 
but Mr. ingersoll showed that it had been 
read at a former hearing. The latter's closing 
argument for the Bankers and Merchants’ wasto 
the effect that nothing unfair was asked, but only 
this—that the Bankers and Merchants’ might 
have the use of its own property until judicial 
proceedings deprived it of it; that this use would 
not deprive the Western Union of any of its 
rights nor interfere with the use of the wires of 
the Rapid Company. He said the court could 
not afford to permit, under the sanction of its 
own authority, such a violent construction of 
the contract entered into by its Receiver as the 
use of an axe to cut wires on the very day the 
contract was entered into between the Receiver 
and the Western Union Company. 

Judge Shipman at the close of the arguments 
spoke in support of the Receiver’s acts as being 
oven and above board. It must be admitted, he 
said, that the allegation that the wires of the 
Bankers and Merchants’ could be identified has 
been made for the first time to-day. It was im- 
possible for him to determine by affidavits pre- 
sented by one side only whether the wires 
designated were the property of the Bankers 
and Merchants’ or not. The location of the 
wires has hitherto been unknown and 
indistinct to the Receiver. It was right, he 
thought, that pending the action of the 
court upon the contract the wires in dispute 
should be in the use and control of the Bankers 
and Merchants’. This is a side issue, which ought 
to be taken out of the main issue, and he would 
order that the Receiver should be tendered the 
use of these wires subject to the order of the 
court upon the confirmation of the contract 
with the Western Union. 

The court held a session this evening, expect- 
ing that counsel would be able to agree upon 
the form of order to be issued. But an agree- 
ment was not reached. though the differences, 
——- mainly to descriptions of pains th 
were slight. Counsel said they could probably 
agree so as to have the order satisfactory among 
toemselves, and the court adjourned until 9:30 
to-morrow morning. 

Judge Shipman’s reason for announcing yes- 
terday his disqualification to try the main aues- 
tion as to the approval of the contract made by 
the Receiver with the Western Union Company, 
has been stated to be his part ownership in a 
building here occupied by the Western Union, 
but this is not the fact. He isasmall share- 
holder in the American Telegraph and Cable 
Company, which is leased by the Western Union, 
and he holds the relation to be that of landlord 
and tenant, as defined by Connecticut laws, and 
while there is po Federal statute to interfere, 
and the State law is not obligatory upon him, 
yet he says that the latter shouid be respected 
and that he is morally bound by it. 
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BOWDOIN DEFEATS BROWN, 


THE INTERCOLLEGIATE CHAMPIONSHIP 


MEDALS GO TO MAINE, 

WORCESTER, Mass., July 16.—The one 
mile and a half straightaway race between the 
four-oared crews of Bowdoin College and Brown 
University, to decide the championship ‘of the 
Intercollegiate Rowing Association, which was 
lett undetermined by the unsatisfactory result 
of the 4ta of July race, was rowed on Lake 
Quinsigamond this afternoon. Both colleges 
presented the same crews that took part in the 
former race. The Bowdoins had the advantage 
in weight and age. Their average weight was 
162 pounds and their average age 24 years. The 
Browns averaged 149 pounds in weight and 22 
years. The latter were also handicapped by a 
paper shell which was not well adapted to them, 
while the Bowdoins had a new cedar boat, one 
of the finest that has been seen on the lake for 
ears, 
¥erne race was a procession from the start, 
although the Browns struggied so pluckily as 
to prevent any unseemly gaps. Both crews 
started at a terrific pace at the referee’s signal, 
the Browns catching the water at the rate of 50 
strokes to the minute‘and the Bowdoins at 48. 
Both crews evidently endeavored to row the 
other down at the start. The Bowdoin’s stroke, 
though not handsome, was the more telling, and 
attheendof the first quarter of a mile their 
boat had a clear length the lead. Brown [fer- 
sisted and struggled on, pulling a 48 stroke. 
Bowdoin had fallen to 42, but findin that 
wou.d not do rose to 46. Opposite igwam 
Hill, half way. down the course, both 
crews indulged in a little wild steering, 
which did not materially affect their rela- 
tive positions. Brown’s stroke had fallen to 
44, while Bowdoin had slowed down to a confi- 
dent and leisurely 40. Opposite Regatta Point 
Brown again spurted, and Bowdoin responded 
with a vim that showed pienty of reserved 
strength. Both crews rowed a 46 stroke for a 
few rods, and then Brown sank back from sheer 
inability to maintain the pace, and Bowdoin 
crossed the finish line a winner by four lengths. 

The attempt of the judges to keep the time 
proved an utter failure, owing to an unac- 
countable variation of the watches, but the 
time taken on the press boat was 8m. and 
268s.. which is 13 seeouds better than the in- 
tercollegiate record. Thetime has been adopted 
by the referee as official. The referee foilowea 
the racing boats in a four-oared gig, and was an 
eighth of a mile behind at the finish, while the 
little steam launch placed at the service of the 
reporters was nearly or quite as far in his rear. 


The race was witnessed by about 3,000 persons, 
most of whom occupied positions on the cause- 
way or at Regatta Point. 

After the race the championship medals were 
presented to the members of theS winning crew, 
while enthusixstic individuals wearing the white 
ribbons affected by the Maine collegians, made 
the air ring with the peculiar Bowdoin yell,

CIDENTS OF THE CRUISE. 

Pequot Hovusz, Nrw-Lonpon, Conn., 
July 16—The second annual regatta of the 
American Yacht Club, saiied to-day from Larch- 
mont to New-London, was an unqualified euc- 
cess.

The 
Skylark was the first yacht to cross the line at 
10:41:11, and was followed at short intervals by 
the Radha, Rival, Norma, Lagonda, Lurline, 
Utowana, Sophia, and Promise. The Stiletto 
lay motionless alongside the Atalanta, which 
was at anchor about half a mile west 
of the Cygnus, until after the Promise 
haa cross the line. Then she _ started 
forward, spun completely around the 
Atalanta, and went over the line like an 
express train, with a shower of delicate spray 
spurting from her cutwater, a lather of foamona 
either side, and the water seething in her wake. 
As she went by the Cygnus the people on board 
crowded against the bulwarks until that boat 
was keeled well over. One minute after crossing 
the line the Stiletto passed the Promise, in an- 
other minute and a half she was abreast of the 
Lurline, still another minute and she had passed 
the Sopbia, andin a minute more she had left 
the Utowana behind her, In each succeeding 
minute she passed one of her competitors, until 
there was nothing aheadof her but the Radba, 
which had already put a broad strip of water 
between herself and the other boats. It took 
the Stiletto just three minutes to cross the gap 
between the Lagonda and the Radha, and then 
she was the leader, and just tenand a quar- 
ter minutes had elapsed from the time she start- 
ed. Nor wasit atemporary good-day she gave 
them; it was a permanent good-bye. The Raaha 
seemingly diminished rapidly in size, and the 
other yachts disappeared from sight below tha 
horizon. With all this exhibition of speed the 
Stiletto was carrying only 130 pounds of steam, 
20 pounds Jess than she cap carry with ease, and 
was not hurrying herself in the least. At 11:37 
she was abreast of Eaton Point Light, and the 
Radha wasa black spot upon a pillow of foam, 
and the rest of the fleet were out of sight. 

From this point, so far as the Stiletto was con- 
cerned, it was not a race, butasail. The Radha 
a few minutes later dropped out of view entire- 
ly, and there was nothing in sight to remind 
those on.board the Stiletto that she was racing 
except the interest. manifested in her by the peo- 
pie on board the steamboats and sailing craft she 
passed, who craned their necks over the bul- 
warks and waved their bats and handkerchiefs, 
At 12:82 the Stiletto was abreast of Stratford 
Light, 34 miles from the start, having run 
that distance in ih. 45m. against a 
strong fiood tide, which made a differ- 
ence of at least two miles an hour 
in the boat’s speed, When abreast of Stratford 
Light the little Viola, which had started over 
two hours before the Stiletto, was sighted over 
her starboard bow far over toward the Long 
Island shore. Faulkner’s Island was passed at 
1:48. Halt way between that point and Corn- 
field Light the Stiletto met the United States 
revenue cutter Grant, which had come out of 
New-London Harbor to meet the fleet. The 
Grant put about some time before the Stiletto 
came up to her, but, although she labored away 
at a great rate, the little boat soon passed and 
left her far behind. Cornfield Light was passed 
at 2:38. Off Saybrook Light Mr. FE. 8, Jaffray’s 
Stranger came about under the Stiletto’s stern 
and gave hera gun. Tho Stranger and the 
Grant hove to off Saybrook and awaited the 
coming of the other yachts. 

After passing the Cornfield Light the Stiletto 
slowed down, and ran at less than balt speed for 
about half an_hour, while the furnaces were 
cleaned out,.: Had she been kept during this 


time at the speed‘ of. the remainder of the run 
hey time woulc have been at least 15 minutes 
less. She passeusBartlett’s Reef Light at 3:26, 
and met in that vicinity the steam yacht Nereid 
and a number of excursion steamers, tugs, and 
numerous sailing yachts. As sbe came up New- 
London Harbor she was greeted with firing of 
guns, screeching of steam whistles, and dipping 
of tlags. Crowds of spectators were gathered 
along the west bank of the river from Osprey 


Beach to the Pequot House and saluted her ag 
she passed with cheers and the waving of bats 
and handkerchiets. 

Meanwhile the other yachts were losing no 
time if they were behind. The Radha, with her 
new boilers, developed unlooked-tour speed. Be- 
fore the race was over the Cygnus was the only 
boat of the tleet in sightof her. Tue Cygnus, 
which could hardly have done better if she 


bad been racing, gained steadily on the Radha, 


which made au unfortunate mistake by which 
she lost a cup. After passing the buoy on 
Sarah’s Reef, on the port hand, her Captain be- 
came uncertain whether he had passed it ac- 
cording to rule, and determined toturn back 
and passit on the starboard hand, so as to be 
within the requirements of the race. By this 
man@uvre she lost, it is said, 14 minutes, and 
came in behind the Atalanta at the finish. 

The race had its chapter of accidents as well 
ag mistakes. The first victim was the Norma 
which exploded her high pressure cylinder off 
Bridgeport and had to lie to for repairs. In the 
same neighborhood the Promise biew out the 
packing of her steam chest and broke ber ec- 
eentric. She put into Bridgeport under sail. 

The Atalanta and the Cramp yacht No. 246 had 
a very spirited race. The Atalanta started at 

Th. 88m. 30s..and No, 246 a minute and a halt 
later. The new yacht did not develop speed 
enough to catch Mr, Gould's boat, though 
sbe. kept her in sight over the en- 
tire. course and arrived about 15 min- 
utes behind her. Thus the Atalanta only 
beat her 13 mainutes Over the course. The Ata- 
lanta passed the Cygnus near Cornfield Light 
aud the Radha near Bartlett’s Reef Light. bBe- 
ing the first boat to come in after the Stiletto, 
ahe was received with equally ardent demonstra- 
tions of welcome. The Stiletto arrived at 
3237/4, the Atalanta at 4:27%4, the Radha at 4:29, 
No. 246 at 4:4514, the Lagonda at 5, and the Aida, 
Rival, Sophia, Utowana and Skylark later in the 
order named. 

The little Lucile. which was one of the early 
starters, arrived at 3:2734, 11 minutes before the 
Stilette, but as sbe has a coil boiler and is, there- 
fore, debarred from competing for the Emery 
Cup in her class, she does not take a prize, 
althotgt she beat ner competitors badly. The 
Stiletto wins two except. for 
the restrictions as to oboiler and steam 

governing the race for the 
Kinney Cups, would have 
taken all the cups except that given 
under the Lundborg system of time allowance, 
She takes the Commodore's Cup for the best 
time over the course, and the Isherwood Cup 
for the best time in her class. The Utowana gets 
the Lundborg Cup, No. 246 the Kinney Cup, the 
Rival the Emery Cup inthe second class, and 
the Viola the Emery Cup in the third class. The 
Emery Cup inthe first ciass was not won, 
cause the Atalanta was the ealy starter not de- 
barred from sailing for it, and it required two 
startersto make a race,

THE RACING AT THE MONMOUTH 
PARK COURSE. 
GOANO WINS THE BARNEGAT STAKES—MR. 
PINCUS HISSED—SOME VERY QUEER 
PERFORMANCES. 


The weather was almost unendurable at 
Monmouth Park yesterday. The atmosphere at 
times was stifling, and starched linen was speed- 
ily reduced to a pulpy condition despite every 
effort to avoid unnecessary exertion. The at- 
tendance was very large, for the programme 
was an attractive one, andas the sequel shows 
furnished many surprises. The knowing ones 
have cause to remember the day for some time. 
Mr. Pincus was at his worst, and made such a 
mess of the starting as to arouse the indignation 
of those who suffered by the incapacity which 
he painfully exhibited. But he smiled when he 
was hissed, and apparently became callous in his 
arduous position. 

The “in and out” running of the 3-year-olds 
in this section of the country is remarkable, the 
only consistent performer being St. Augustine, 
who runs into second place with sinrular regu- 
larity. The chief interest was centred in the 


Barnegat Stakes, and Katrina was again installed 
as favorite, as with her light weight the stake 
looked likea gift forher. She ran like a quar- 
ter horse tor amile and a quarter, and then 
quit, while the uncertain and much disappoint- 
ing Goano, with McLaughlin up, kept the second 
place to the last furlong and then won in his old 
style, causing a great sensation. He has got 
back to bis form and wiil hereafter be a hard 
horse to beat. The Tyro Stakes were made agift 
for Portiand by the great lead at the start which 
Mr. Pineus gave him, or rather which Jim- 
my McLaughlin took. In the absence of 
Forester, who was scratched in the morning, 
Decoy Duck becamea great favorite for the 
first race, but Choctaw and Herbert hoth de- 
feated her, and in the fourth race Jack of 
Hearts furnished another surprise, and his easy 
victory caused many inquiries to be made as to 
the reasons of his previous ignominious defeat. 
Innocent people will always try to solve turf 
conundrums, but they had better giye up the 
task and keep their money at home. The selling 
race wa: another run away affair, as the winner 
got such a fiying start that he could not be 
overtaken. This brought out more hissing for 
Mr. Pincus. A so-called steeple chase closed 
the proceedings. Quebec, the favorite, made 
no effort to win, and as fast as he has proved 
ores to be with a heavy weight he was far 
nd.

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THE CROPS IN NEW-ENGLAND. 
SPRINGFIELD, July 16.—The Republican 
to-morrow will say: ‘*The promise is bnght 
foran unusually abundant harvest in Western 
New-England. Special reports from nearly every 
town in Northwestern Connecticut, Vermont, 
New-Hampshire, and Western Massachusetts 


show that the hay crop is much larger than last 
year, when the early ftrosts affected all 
crops seriously. Some localities report sev- 
eral times larger harvests in this staple 
crop, and a few say it is the best in 10 
years, The promise for cereals, roots, and 
tuvers is good. Potatoes are not so much 
troubled by bugs as usual; rye and oats are in 
most sections the best known in several seasons; 
corn is the onty backward crop of any size. The 
cold Spring was too much for it, but there is no 
reason to complain, for the promise is excellent 
for a good yield. Tobacco is fast running 
out in the Connecticut Valley above the 
Connecticut line. Some small towns 

port an acreage of 10 or WW _= acres 
where the crop a few years ago covered 150 
acres. But the comparatively littie that is left 
is mostly Havana, and the farmers have had 
hard luck getting the plants started. The mul- 
tiplication of silos is noteworthy, especially in 
Berkshire, where farmers are turning to dairy- 
ing fast. The fruit yield is generally rood. The 
berries will be unusually abundan , and grapes 
and pears promise well. The apple crop will 
vary about as it did last year. when the early 
frosts played havoc with the orchards in many 
Diaces. here were no frosts this year, but the 
bearing and barren years are sadly mixed.’’ 





CARTER HARRISON’S THREAT. 
CHICAGO, July 16.—Judge Pendergast to- 
day denied the motion made by the attorneys of 
Judge Smith, who is contesting Carter Harri- 
son’s right to the Mayor's chair, for a recount of 
the ballots cast in the late municipal election. 


The Judge held that until isssue is joined in the 
action now pending looking to an inquiry into 
the election, a recount of the ballots, which is 
one of the things demanded in this action, 
would be premature. Mayor Harrison told one 
of his Democratic friends to-day that he in- 
tended to discharge every man in the city em- 
ep bere y against whom it could be proved that 

e voted for Smith or against him (Harrison,) 
The axe it is thought will begin to descend very 
soon. The Democratic statesmen are urging on 
him not only to discharge the men who voted 
against bimself but also those employes who do 
not vote the Democratic ticket straight.

COTTON MEN'S WANTS. 
CHANGES IN THE TRADE SUGGESTED AND 

SILVER COINAGE CONDEMNED. 
GREEN BRIER, WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
West Va., July 16.—Atthe meeting of the Na- 
tional Cotton Exchange of America, this morn- 
ipg, the following officers were elected for two 
years: T. L. Airey, of New-Orleans, President; 
Jerome Hill, of St. Louis, and Charles G. El- 
liott, of Norfolk, Vice-Presidents; C. H. Par- 
ker, Secretary; G. H. Green, Treasurer; C. D. 
Miller, of New-York; W. Muller, of New- 
Orleans; H. M. Corner, of Savannah; W. H. 
Gardner, of Mobile; J. N. Vaughan, of Nor- 
folk; W. K. McClintock, of St. Louis; W. L. 
Moody, of Galveston; W. D. Cleveland, of Hous- 
ton, and J. H. Clisby, of Montgomery, Directors. 
The Exchange decided to petition Oongress for 


the pamese of alaw protibiting masters of ves- 
sels from carrying cotton as a deck ioad, and for 
the establishment of additional signal stations 
for the cotton belt, lt was decided that here- 
after ties shall weigh not less than 50 pounds to 
the bundle and bagging not less than one and 
three-quarter pounds to the yard. : 

The Committee on Through Bills of Lading 
called the attention of the Exchange to the vari- 
ous decisions of the courts in different sections 
upon the subject of liability of 
common carriers upon bills of lading signed b 
agents where no property was actually received. 
Cases have occurred where bills of lading have 
been signed in regular form and drafts negotia- 
ted thereupon, and itafterwa:d appeared that no 
property bad been shipped, which cases have been 
brought into litjgation and variously de- 
cided upon by different courts, The com- 
mittee believed that this state of things 
tends to place not only banxs but all 
connected with the negotiation of drafts upon 
bills of lading ina state of doubt as to the se- 
curity, therefore the committee recommended 
that tne Exchange ask Congress to pass a law 
plainly making common carriers Mable for the 
acts of their agents, and that the various ex- 
changes request their representatives in Congress 
to use their influence to secure this end, The re- 
port was adopted and referrea to a committee 
of three members of the New-York Cotton Ex- 
change to memorialize Congress in favor of the 
passage ofa law covering the wants of the cotton 
interest. , 

The Committee on Standard Types recom- 
mended that the time for making up standard 
types be changed from Sept. | to Nov. 1, 
commencing with the season of 1885, said types 
to be received annually on the same date, 
in order that they may be made up of cotton 
grown in the season for which they are to serve 
as standard, and that a committee of one expert 
from each Exchange be appointed to meét in 
New-York on the first Wednesday in November, 
who shall brine with them full samples of the 
different grades from their districts, in order to 
arrive at a untform type as nearly as may be 
made up to the basisof thestandard of 1887. 
The recommendations were adopted. 

W. H. Gardner, of Mobile, reported a resolu- 
tion favoring the stoppage of the coinage of the 
silver dollar as the unanimous views of the 
committee which had considered the subject. 
Mr, Allen, of New-Orleans, spoke against the 
resolution, insisting tmat the convention ought 
notto touch the subject. Mr. Gardner, of Mo- 
bile, was in favor of the resolution. He 
said he knew it was not popular 
in the South, but he wanted the 
resolution adopted asa matter of duty tothe 
general welfare of the country. As tong as this 
country allowed 85 centsto buy one dollar’s 
worth of property so long would the Old World 
give us silver all the way through, while gold 
would hide itself. Mr. Kressner, of New-Orleans, 
and Mr. Hentz, of New-York, favored the resol- 
ution, which was adopted, Mr. Allen, of New- 
Orleans, alone opposing it. 

On motion of Mr. Hentz, of New-York, a reso- 
lution was adopted calling upon President 
Cleveland to have extradition treaties with for- 
eign Governments amended ‘*so as to embrace 
offenses which criminals commit and then es- 
cape from the country with impunity.”

NOT APPROVED IN CHICAGO. 

Curcaco, July 16.—When the Pall Mati 
Gazette’s articles were reprinted in this city last 
Saturday, G. S. Baldwin, a Clark-street printer, 
thought there would be big money in the sensa- 
tion if offered to the public in pamphlet form. 
Yesterday, therefore, an illustrated pamphlet 
containing the articles was put on the street at 
10 cents a copy. To-day Agent McAfee, of the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice, had George 
Unger, a newsboy who was selling the pam- 
phiet, arrested for peddling obscene literature. 
Police Justice Foote said the articles were 
obscene, and fined the boy $100 and costs, 
suspending execution as long as the boy re- 
frained from selling the pamphlets. A wurrant 
Was sworn out for Baldwin and he will be ar- 
rested in the morning. McAfee says the cases 
of Unger and Baldwin wiil bea test of the law, 
and if he is successful other arrests will follow. 
He proposes to stop the circulation of the / all 
Mall Gazette, which is expected to arrive to-mor- 
row, and of which he says 50,000 copies have been 
ordered. The arrest of Unger had no effect on 
other newsboys, who were selling the book as 
usual to-night. 





CHEAP FREIGHTS ON THE LAKES. 
Cu1caGo, July 16.—All the lake line boat 
agents have had a good deal of tonnage here for 
a week or more with no chance to get rid of it 
at the present rates. To-day they received 


orders to load their boats at almost any sacrifice 
and send them to Buffalo. Charters were there- 
fore made for 400,000 bushels of corn consigned 
to New-York and going by lake and 
canal at 434 cents, or a one-cent§ rate 
to Buffalo. This is the largest amount 
of grain chartered bere in a numbero weeks, 
though in stirring times the charters sometimes 
run up to 1,490,000 bushels aday. Many ship ers 
took advantage Of the rate and sent the corn 
forward without orders under the belief that an 
opportunity for such cheap transportation will 
not soon present itself again. Several of the 
boats going forward are those which the line 
managers have decided to lay up tor the pres- 
ent, and all of them are likely to remain tora 
while in Buffalo.

BRAVE CAP1. SANDERS. 


July 16.—Rochester, 9; 
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HE INCREASES HIS RECORD OF LIVES SAVED 
TO ELEVEN. 


Capt. John Sanders, of the Twenty- 
third Precinct, had on Friday last, when he was 
tried for neglect of duty in the matter of ‘* Cap- 
tain” Frank Wells’s gambling house, a record of 
nine lives saved from drowning and three medals 
for conspicuous bravery in the rescue of these 
persons. His record at 4 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon was increased to 11 persons snatched 
from death in the water, and the two 


persons he saved yesterday afternoon were 
as gallantly rescued as any of those saved 
by the Captain. Sanders at3 o’clock in the after- 
noon had bathed at E. M. Jerolamon’s bath at 
the toot of East Eighty-seventh-street, and was 
about to go into a dressing room when a boy in 
the deep water of the bath called on Charles 
Rennie, 13 years old, son of a tinsmith, of No. 
325 East Seventy-second-street, to jump on bis 
back and take a ride, Charlies, who cannot 
Swim, was on the float. He, without hesitating, 
jumped, but missed his aquatic nag and sank in 
water 15 feet deep. The tide was running 
strongly toward Heil Gate. 

Louis Stoll, 17 years old, stepson of John Hess, 
of No. 507 Bust Kighty-eighth-street, a good 
swimmer, struck out for Rennie, caught him as 
he came up, and endeavored to place him in po- 
sition for bringing ashore when the half 
drowned lad clutched him by the throat and 
both sank. At that time there were about 70 
persons in and around the bath. Of them only 
three were men, namely, Sanders, Vincent Clark, 
and a German bartender. When the lads sank 
the women screamed and fainted. Sanders's at- 
tention was then called to the peril of the boys. 
He dived off the float soas to come up 20 feet 
away near the boys, and as they rose Stoll kicked 
him in the stomach and nearly winded him, 
but he caught Stoll by the hair and 
with his other hand removed Rennie’s hands 
from his throat and neck. Rennie sank avain 
and Sanders, finding that Stoll had strength 
enough to get ashore, watched for Rennie and 
seized him as he was about to sink for the third 
time. He had vitality enough left to score the 
Captuin’s bare breast with his nails, but was in- 
sensible when brought ashore. 

He revived and was able to go home in half an 
hour, where the process of resuscitation was sup- 
plemented by a scientific and thorough thrash- 
ing which Rennie pére administered.

BALTIMORE, July 16.—The Baltimore 
Manufacturers’ Record will publish to-morrow 
its semi-annual review of the South’s industrial 
growth, giving the name, location, and charac- 
ter of business of all enterprises organized in 
that section during the first half of 1885, show- 
ing that, notwithstanding the general depres- 
sion in business, there has been great activity 
in the South in the organization-of new 


industrial enterprises. There is also a wide 
diversity of new industries, including iron 
furnaces, foundries, and machine shops, steel 
works, cottonseed oil mills, cotton compresses, 
fruit canning factories, flour, saw, planing and 
grist miils, factories for manufacturing car- 
riages and wagons, agricultural implements, 
sashes, doors, and blinds, shuttles, tobacco, 
1¢e, fertilizers, furniture, stoves, wire 
fences, soap, &c., glass works, gas works, 
&c., and marble and_= slate quarrying 
companies, and companies to mine coal, iron 
ore, gold, silver, mica, natural gas, oil, &c. The 
total amount of capital, including capital stock 
of incorporated companies represented by the 
new enterprises organized in the South during 
the last six months and in the enlarge- 
ment of old plants, and the rebuilding of 
milis destroyed by fire aggregates $36,534,- 
000, divided among the 14 Southern States 
as follows: Alabama, $3,580,000; Arkansas, 
$375,000; Florida, $479,000; Georgia, $1,580,000; 
Kentucky, $10,621,000; Louisiana, $1,407,000; 
Maryland, $4.633,000; Mississippi, $416,000: North 
Carolina, 1,585,000; South Carolina, $427,000; 
Tennessee, $1,802,000: Texas, $1,319,000; Virginia, 
$2,008,000, and West Virginia, $6,532,000. 

The outiook for business in the South is now 
very promising. Rarely, it ever, have the pros- 


' pects for the growing crops been more encour- 


aying than at present. [Every indication points 
to magnificent corn and cotton crops, the 
largest ever produced, while for rice, sugar, 
fruits,and vegetables it is quite as gratitying. 
With abundant crops, produced at alow cost. 
with railroad, manufacturing, and mineral inter- 
ests steadily improving, the South bids fair to 
enter upon an era of great prosperity this Fall. 





THE GLASS TRADE. 


CONDITION OF THE BUSINESS IN THIS COUN- 
TRY AND IN EUROPE, 

PirtspurG, Penn., July 16.—The entire 
session of the International Glass Workers’ Con- 
vention to-day was consumed in hearing the re- 
ports of President Cline and Secretary Denny, 
who has just returned from Europe, where he 
organized unions and inspected the glass fac- 
tories. He said: “We need have no fear of 
competition from Europe. The only country 
which in the least competes with us is Engiand 
through the Pilkingtons of St. Eliens. This firm 
employs no middle men, but has warehouses in 
the leading American seaports and in all the 
leading citiesin England. They can thus com- 
pete with us, but their exports do 
not materially affect prices in this coun- 
try. In Belgium glass making, as in this 
country, is at itsebb. Business is exceedingly 
dull, No glass is shipped to the United States, and 
only sufficient glass is made to supply the trade 
elsewhere, The Belgians do not * stock’ glass, 
but only make what is necessary to supply the 
demand, and asthe call fortheir products de- 
creases many factoriesshut down. Inthe North 
of France the glass business is similar to that of 
Belgium. butin the southern portion and in 
Italy the productis mostly smal! .glass, which 
cannot come into competition with us. They 
are unable to supply the home market even, 
and Belgium supplies them. What is here 
quoted as French glass comes from Belgium.” 

In regard to the much talked of **internation- 
al glass workers’ league”’ Mr. Denny said he did 
not think the plan would work, He gave as his 
reason the trouble which arose when such an 
organization existed, and each of the smaller 
unions sent delegates to the district convention. 
The window glass men could not intelligently 
vote on questions relating to the bottle blowers 
or vice versa. He expressed a belief that all the 
glass workers’ organizations would soon be or- 
ganized toyether in ths ey ge of Labor, but 
did not think they could be amalgamated by 
themselves, 





RUN DOWN IN THE ST. LAWRENCE. 

MonNTREAL, July 16.—On her way down 
from Montreal last night the steamer Quebec 
ran down a small boat just below the light- 
house at Isle De Grace. The darkness was 
so great at the time that those on board 


the steamer did not perceive the boat till 
they were right upon it, when it was 
too iate to prevent the collision. It is be- 
Meved there were two men in the boat. The 
steamer was immediately stopped and a life- 
boat lowered, but no life could be saved. Fora 
couple of minutes a man’s head was dimly seen 
on the surface of the water, but before the life- 
boat could reach itit had disappeared. Subse- 
quently a linen bag was picked up containinga 
coat, a small shawl, a pair of boots,and some fish- 
ing tackle.

GEN. M’CLERNAND’S MEETING WITH GEN. 
SHERMAN‘ ABOUT A YEAR AGO. 
From the’Chicago News, July 15. 

Gen. John A, McClernand, who has beer 
‘brought to the front as a candidate for the 
Springfield Cullectorship in opposition to the 
man backed by Congressman Springer, is 
one of the old school politicians of [linois. 
He belongs to the class of men that never 
forgives an injury and never forgets a 
wrong. Gen. McClernand was one of the 
bravest and best volunteer Generals in the 
Onion Army. His success as an officer naturally 
drew him into the jealousies which existed be- 
tween the West Pointers and the ™ political” 
Generals during that entire struggle. Gen. Mc- 
Clernand gioried in the success of the volunteer 
officers and strongly maintained his own right 
to distinction. The history of his quarrels with 
the other Generals would fill a large book. Prob- 
ably the most bitter dispute was with Gen. Sher- 
man. For 20 years he rememtered that quarrel 
with Sherman and positively refused to fergive 
the real or supposed injury. 

The two Generals seldom met, but when they 
did neither recognized the other. Time, how- 
ever, had a softening influence upon Gen. Sher- 
man, dnd when, a little over a year ago, be went 
to Springfield to attend the dedication of the 
Battle-flaz Memorial Hal! he was ready to kiss 
and make up with Gen. McClernand, The latter 
was in no such mind. Unlike Gen. Paimer, who 
had also quarreled with Gen. Sherman, he re- 
fused to pay the distinguished soldier who vis- 
ited Springfield that day any honor, Palmer met 
Sherman at the train, conducted him to the 
State House,and paid him other attentions, 
McClernand ignored Sherman’s presence, and in 
order to avoid meeting him did not enter the 
room where the services were conducted until 
after Gen. Black had begun the delivery of the 
oration of the day. Even then he entered by a 
side door and took a seat down among the audi- 
ence, though requested to go on the stage. Gen. 
Piimer caught sight of him and remarked to 
Gen. Sherman: ** Gen. McClernand has just come 
; , 


** Ask him to é0me up here,” replied Sherman, 

Palmer’ edgea his way to McClernand and 
said: “Gen. McClernand Gén. Sherman re- 
quests that you come upon the stage.” 

* Did Gen. Sherman send this messuge to me ?”” 
asked McClernand, as he assumed his most digni- 
fied air; ‘and so you, Gen. Palmer, bring such 
& message ?”’ 

* Of course; why not ?” questioned Palmer. 

“Gen. Palmer,” said the still more dignifled 
McClernand, * have you condoued the wrongs 
of 20 years ago 7” 

‘“*T haven't condoned anything,” said Palmer, 
“but I think itis about time we sgray-baired 
fools had auit making asses ot ourselves. Why 
should we keep up old quarrels which interest 
nobody and do us no good ?” 

* Well,” said McClernand, ‘**I will go; but con- 
ventionally, Sir, conventionally, remember,” 
and they proceeded to thestage. When they 
arrived before Gen. Sherman that distinguished 
gentleman arose and offered his hand. The au- 
dience was composed mainly of old soldiers, who 
knew of the long-standing quarre!. Believing 
this to bea reconciliation, the soldiers heartily 
applauded, and Gen. Black was compelled to dis- 
continue his speech for a short time. Even now 
there are very few who were in that audience 
who know that the handshaking wasonly ‘**con- 
ventional.” 





LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The livery stable of George W. Hunt, on 
Washington-square, Plymouth, Mass., was dis- 
covered to be on fire at 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Inashort time the entire structure, 
together with its contents, was destroyed. In 
the meantime the flames had spread to the ad- 
joining buildings, and soon the whole square 
was threatened. The fire destroyed a stable 
owned by Peter Cushing and occupied by 
George Hunt, the residence of the former, and 
an adjoining store occupied by Mr. Hunt and A. 
EK. Avery. Two or three adjoining buildings 
were damaged to some extent, The total loss is 
about $7,000, partly insured. 


About 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
large barn of Samuel! B. Lippincott, at Hartford, 
N. J., containing tnree fine young horggs, a calf, 
and about half of this year’s wheat and hay 
crop, was discovered to be on fire, and in a short 
time the flames spread to otber buildings, ae- 
stroying everything except the brick dweliing 
house. The loss amounts to about $10,000, which 
is covered by insurance in the Medford Com- 
pany. The fire is supposed to have been caused 
by spontaneous combustion, 


The extensive buildings of the Philadel- 
Phia Rubber Works on South-street, above 
Twenty-fourth, were destroyed by fire yester- 
day morning. The works were owned by Col. 
U. C. Mitchell, and the loss on building, stock, 
and machinery is estimated at $50,000. McBride's 
Cement Roofing Works, adjoining, were also 
destroyed, causing aloss of $2,500. Five horses 
and four mules stabled in the rear of the latter 
building were burned to death. Most of the loss 
is covered by insurance, 


Fire yesterday morning destroyed the 
rolling mill at the Baltimore Copper Works, at 
Canton, outside the limits of the city, and where 
the Baltimore Fire Department doesnot go. The 
damage is estimated at $25,000, and only partially 
insured. 


At Oakdale (Cal.) fire Tuesday night de- 
stroyed eight business buildings and their con- 
tents. The loss is estimated at $50,000; partly 
insured. Three attempts to fire the town have 
been made within three weeks. 


F. W. Crocker & Co,’s cracker works, at 
Denver, Col., were gutted by fire Wednesday 
night. Loss, $20,000; insurance, $20,000, distrib- 
uted among 12 companies.

THE FLYNN FAMILY IN DANGER, 


BUT PATRICK MAHER RESCURS THEM ALL 
FROM THE EAST RIVER. 
Wednesday afternoon tbe Flynn family, 
residing in One Hnndred and Twelfth-street, 
near the East River, decided that it would beg 
feasible idea to take a rowboat over to Oak 
Point and endeavor to mitigate the severity of 
the temperature by cooling internal applica. 
tions at the shaded beer tables there. Accord. 
ingly, soon after 8 o'clock, they started forth 
and sought the boathouse at the foot ot One 
Hundred and Tenth-street. Here they engaged a 
rowboat and got into it. Mrs. Flynn, who 


weighs about 200 pounds, took the_ seat 
in the stern, with the youngest Flynn, 
aged about 14 months, in-her lap. Her two 
sisters, Katie and Nellie Larkin, set up in the 
bow, and Matthew Flynn, Mrs. Flynn's oldest 
son, took the oars. The boat was sosmall and 
the party was so large that the water was only 
two or three inches from the top of the boat, 
and some ot the boatmen who were lounging 
on the pier warned Matthew to be careful or he 
would tip the family over. It was not very 
pleasant water to vo into, evenif there had 
been no danger of drowning, fora refuse scow 
was being loaded from the adjacent dumping 
pic-r, and, as about half of the contents of thé 
carts fell over the sidesof the scow into the 
water, the river had about half an inch of 
scum on the top. 

Matthew bad no intention of dumping his 
mother, his brother, and his aunts into the water, 
however, and pulled rapidly out toward the 
middle of the river. Mrs. Flynn held an um- 
brella over herself and the infantile Fiynn, and 
the two Larkin girls held scarlet parasols over 
their comely heads. Matthew had taken of bis 
cout to start with, but he found it so much 
hotter than he had anticipated that after row- 
ing a few strokes he decided to take his vest off 
likewise. In taking it off he dropped an 
oar. He made a sudden clutch for the 
oar and_ tipped over the boat, and 
with four unearthly shrieks the entire Flynn 
family went over into the dirty water. The in- 
fantile Fiynn was at once seized by the current 
and started for Blackwell's Island with a predis- 
position that almost seemed hereditary. Mrs. 
Flynn came to the surface and clung to the bot- 
tom of the boat, and the two Larkin giris hung 
on to her and themselves, while the umbrella 
and parasols started off after the baby in the 
direction of Blackwell's Island. Matthew Flyna 
came up so full of water that he could only cling 
to the boat and gasp. 

Patrick Maher, a young boatman, living at No. 
806 East One Hundred and Seventh-street, who 
has saved severai persons from drowning along 
the river front, was on the pier from which the 
boat started. As soon as he saw the boat go 
over he threw off hisshirt and hat—these gar- 
ments with a pair of trousers being the extent of 
his Summer apparel—and plunged into the 
water. Observing that the infantile Flynn was 
in the most danger Maher swam after him, se- 
cured bim 60 feet down the bank, and handed 
him up to some small boys, whom even the 
dirtiness of the water did not hinder from “ going 
in swimming.” Maher climbed out, ran back ta 
the pier, and plunged in after the others who 
were still clinging in terrified exhaustion to the 
boat that was slowly @rifting out with them, 
He took Nelly Larkin by the hair and landed 
her at Miller’s float, where some boys dragged 
her out. Then Maher swam directiy back to the 
boat, which was now off One Hundrel and 
Ninth-street, and managed to tow it into shallow 
water with Kate Larkin, Mrs. Flynn and 
Matthew clinging to it. 

The bahy was the only one of the party that 
had suffered seriously, and a bystander had al- 
ready run with it toa doctor's office, and it was 
soon brought back to consciousness, All of the 
party were made a trifle sick by swallowing the 
dirty water, but they were well enough to invite 
young Maher to call around in the evening and 
receive their hearttelt thanks.

Paris has found time, unfortunately for 
herself, to go in for politics, which is 
natural, the country being on the eve of 
those general elections that are * perhaps 
to change her face,”’ but which will change 
nothing, it being now well established asa 
fact{that ‘‘the more things change the 
more they are the same things.” And I 
say ‘unfortunately,’ because this elect- 
oral agitation is not only prejudicial to the 
national weal byfthe development of ill 
feeling between parties almost ready to 
bury the hatchet, and, accenting the iney- 


itable, work together in the national in- ! 


terest, but also prejudicial through the 
development of that iconoclastic tendeicy 
ever dormant in the Latin heart which 
ends in the discovery of clay pedestals to 
all those idols that they were ready to bow 
down before and adore. 

A tew days ago, when the first news of 
Rear-Admiral Courbet’s death reached 
the metropolis, there was one universal 
wail of sorrow, every newspaper came out 
in eulogy, and France was bidden to weep 
for him ‘whose memory should ever live 
in the hearts of his fellow-countrymen, 
for him who ranked in glory side by side 
with Nelson and Farragut!” It was really 
touching for 48 hours, but then a change 
came o’er the spirit of men’s dreams. His 
family, though deeply sensible to the 
honor, claimed for the dead hero a grave in 
consecrated ground. They wished for 
God’s blessing on his ashes, and declined 
that place in the Pantheon by which the 
atheists hoped to illustrate their calendar 
of avti-Christian saints, for, spite of all 
that has been said and written to the con- 
trary, there is a conviction among a 
large proportion of the population that 
if Victor Hugo did not actually ask for 
ghostly consolation in his last moments 
he did not refuse it. for the all-sufficient 
reason that those about him so stood be- 
tween him and priestcraft—I use the word 
as they use 1t—that he was not permitted 
to see those whose presence at ihe poet’s 
bedside would have taken much wind out 
of the sails of the promoters of the anti- 
religious manifestation of the ist of June. 
However, be this as it may, there is no 
doubt that the family of the Admiral will 
not hear tell of a civil funeral, and so, 
when on the top of this refusal comes the 
publication of certain private letters of 
the Admira!, which those to whom they 
were addressed would have done wisely 
to suppress, when in those letters it is 
read that Courbet called M. Ferry and 


consorts ‘Polichinelles,” and = quali- 
fied the republican administration 
as “disastrous and contemptible,” 


enthusiasin coilapsed, and now if his re- 
mains should be conveyed back to France 
the obsequies of the galtant sailor will be 
nothing more grandiose than are arranged 
for the burial of any General olticer, al- 
though his loss is really the most severe 
experienced by Francesince that of Gen. 
Chanzy. And on the whole, I think that 
this revulsion of feeiing is caused less by 
the revelations contained in his corre- 
spondence than by that Pantheon pro- 
test, Which is a sore blow especially to the 
ultra-radicals of the City Council, which is 
woefully hard up for distinguished ten- 
ants of its temple of glory, where tke 
names inscribed most known to fame 
were borne by non-republicans, for, as | 
have once before mentioned, not a single 
republican celebrity, save Victor Hugo, 
reposes beneath the dome of the secular- 
ized Church of Sainte-Geneviéve. 

Yet where there is a will there is gener- 
ally a way, and tor this reason our Ediles 
have invented something which will cover 
with confusion all those who fancied that 
a France had existed prior to 1789. For 
eemmon mortals the object sought in 
naming 2 street is one of convenience; 
it is to serve as an indication to those who 
seek or give an address; wherefore it is ex- 
pedient that this uame should be short, 
simple, familiar, and traditional, and 
if over and above those _ considera- 
tions its choice has been a hom- 
age to personal merit this circum- 
stance is @ mere accessory which 
is always subordinate to the _ con- 
sideraticn of general utility. Not so, 
think tne Parisian City Fathers: such 
a reason is vulgar and beneath those for 
whom the one idea is that the name of a 











street is not to serve the population in 
general, but to be the glorification of some 
individual whose memory ought always 
to livein the heart, &e. All of which is 
mystical, as if implies thatthe Frencb cap- 
ital is no longer to be regarded in the light 
of a great centre of business and pleasure, 
where every one ought to be enabled to 
find his way easily and surely, but as a 
species of Pantheon to which are to be ad- 
mitted a set of republican saints, canon- 
ized by the Municipal Council, and 
from which are to be excluded all 
opposition § saints. Unluckily for M. 
Mesureur, with whom originated this 
sweeping ostracism, all the City Fathers 
are not of his vpinion im every instance, 
and hence result divergences of sentiment 
and discussions which go beyond the lim- 
its of anything heretofore seen out of a 
jest book or a comic almanac, for it is im- 
possible to comprehend the diversity of 
the solutions adopted. For instance, M. 
Vaillant has not obtained the debaptiza- 
tion of the I’lace de la Concorde, which he 
wanted to call Place de la Revolution, vet’ 
us secured the changing of the name of 
the Kue Royale to the Rue de ita Con- 
corde, whereupon somebody inquires why 
Rue Koyale is judged to be more seditious 
than Palais Royal, which is not interfered 
with. 

Then the Boulevard des Capucines, 
which one Father proposed to call bBoule- 
vard du 24 Fevrier, and another Boule- 
vard of Universal Suffrage, and a third 
Boulevard du 10 Aout, but which stays for 
the present as it has been kuown tor more 
than a century; simply because a fourth 
Fatber wittily remarked that there was 
naught in that name to offend republican- 
ism, as it is the name of a little red Hower, 
pasturtium. The color of that flower 
saved the designation ef the Boulevard 
des (apucines, but as no such extenuating 
eircumstance could be advanced in 
favor of the Boulevard Haussman, that 
great artery of circulation is hence- 
forth, and until France shall change 
her régime, to be the Boulevard of the 
Convention. Blaaqui, who passed four- 
fifths of his useless life in jail, is to have 
his boulevard also; Delescluze, killed at 
the barricade of the Chateau d’ Eau fight- 
Ing against his country’s tiag, has his 
street, but the Archbishop of Paris, Mer. 
Darboy, and the curate of the Madeleine, 
Deguerry. who were assassinated by the 
Communards, of whom Delescluze was a 

der, are removed in favor of Holbach 
and Helvetius, after whom come the 
names of Petrou, Pache, Dubois-Crancé, 
the men of the Convention; of Spinoza 
and Condillac, of mathematicians and 
poets and artists and individuals, of whom 
many have not been even indirectly con- 
nected with the history of that, popula- 
tion which the revival of their memories 
is intended toedify. But one of the most 
remarkable decisiong is that which substi- 
tutes the name of Danton for that of Saint- 
Dominique, heretofore borne by the most 
aristocratically inhabited street in all 
Paris—a choice, as M. Mesureur observed 
in his report, “especially appropriate as a 
homage to our great predecessor.” In 
other words, the name of Danton is to be 
laced there as an insult to those of whom 
e ancestors, in three families out of

himself—the names of two men who did 
good service for their country were 
struck off the list by those zealots of 
the ‘real republic” who are there to keep 
out all intruders. The streets are to be- 
comea biographical dictionary,in which he 
who runs may read, and at all corners are 
to be set up tablets imscribed with the dates 
of the birth, death, aud special merits of 
the new saint. The Prefect of the Seine 
has hinted that the execution of this re- 
markable project may be attended with 
some dfficulties. But, like Gusman, Citi- 
zen Mesureur knows no obstacle; let him

TO WORK HONDURAS MINES. 


NEW MINING EXPLORATIONS UNDERTAKEN 
BY AMERICANS 


Nerw-Or.zans, July 16.— A party of 21 
persons, at the head of which is Capt. J. P. im- 
boden, a brother of the Confederate General of 
that name, arrived in the city yesterday. The 
party is composed of engineers, mill men, 
miners, and others skilled in the mining business, 
their destination being the Paraiso mining dis- 
trict of Honduras. Capt. Imboden is the United 
States Consul at Yuscaran, a town in the mount- 


ains of Honduras, some 800 miles from Puerto 
Cortez. They will sail in the steamship Otecri 
to-morrow, and disembark at Puerto Cortez, on 
the Gulf coast. The journey to Yuscaran will 
be comp.eted on muleback. Yuscaran is an 
ancient mining town situated 4,000 feet above 
the sea level. Itisin the midst of what is prob- 
ably the richest mining district of Central 
Anierica, is surrounded by gold and silver mines, 
some of which are very old, having been worked 
by the natives up tothe water line and aban- 
doned. There are in operation several mining 
companies, organized under the auspices of the 
Central American Mining Syndicate, which owns 
valuable conce-sions. These various companies 
are under one general management, whose head- 
quarters are at No. 140 Nassau-street, New-York, 
The capital of the companies aggregates about 
$8,500,000. There is paid in sufficient money to 
provide for the extensive development of the 
mines, Nothwithstanding the difficulty in trans- 
porting machinery over the country from the 
coast there is at Yuscaran apparatus of the most 
improved description, such as pumping, drilling, 
milling, roasting machinery- in fact ali the ap- 
purtenances necessary for mining purposes. A 
new mill, builtin Cincinnati, will be shipped on 
Aug. 1 

A aysen of roads connecting the coast with 
the interior has been contracted for by the Hon- 
duras Government, which has manifested the 
kindest disposition towara Americans, and seems 
eager to assist their enterprises for the develop. 
ment of the country. The old mines were worked 
by the natives in a rude fashion, as they had not 
mechanical appliances or the chemical knowl- 
edge sufficient to contend with the difficuitres 
presented. Being destitute of pumping ma- 
chinery the mines were abandoned as soon as 
they filled with water, copmenuently the shafts 
sunk are comparatively shallow. he riches of 
none of the mines have been exhausted. Capt. 
Imboden is of the opinion that the new mining 
explorations which have been undertaken will 
do agreat deal toward the extention of Hon- 
duras commercial relations, especially those 
with the United States. 


A MURDERER HANGED. 
SEE ES SEM. 
JOSEPH TAYLOR PAYS THE PENALTY FOR 
KILLING HIS KEEPER. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 16.—Joseph Taylor, 
who, on May 21, 1884, murdered Keeper Micherel 
F. Doran, at the Eastern Penitentiary, by beat- 
ing in his brains with a wocden bobbin and a 
bar of iron, was hanged in she corridor of the 


County Prison at 10 o‘clock this morning. The 
keeper bad administered to Taylora nauseating 
medicine which the prison physician had pre- 
scribed, and thereby incurred Taylor’s animosity. 
On the date mentioned Doran entered Taylor's 
cell, and as he did so Taylor, who had been lying 
in wait, sprang forward and struck him with a 
heavy wooden bobbin which had been used in the 
prison works for reeling yarn. Doran staggered 
torward, and Taylor, seizing an iron bar, literal- 
ly beat the crown of the man’s head off with it. 
Then, leaving the keeper groaning on the blood- 
stained tioor, he went back to his cel! and lay 
down on his bed. Ten minutes later an overseer 
found the two men in these positions. At the 
trial a determined effort was made on the part 
ot Taylor’s counsel to prove his insanity, a de- 
fense which Taylor did his best to strengthen by 
his behavior in the dock, Despite all efforts, the 
jury returned a verdict of murder in the first 
degree, After sentence was imposed a fruitless 
effort was made to reverse the verdict by an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. Gov. Patti- 
son was also appealed to, but he de- 
clined to interfere with the court’s decision 
and signed the death warrant. Taylor was only 
28 years of age. He was of a vicious disposition, 
and the police rec rds show that he stabbed 17 
persons and shot 28 during the 10 years before 
the murder. The crime for which he was incar- 
cerated when he killed Keeper Doran was com- 
mitted 24 hours after he had concluded a term 
of three years for stabbing a policeman and 
special oficer.

The national and local Boards of Health con- 
tinue to take all possible precautions to prevent 
the entrance of cholera, The members of the 
local board have made visits of inspection to 
the markets, which were found to be in a very 
unsatisfactory condition. They also visited the 
slaughter houses, where an equally bad state of 
affairs exists. Orders have been given to rem- 
edy these evils at once on account of the intense 
heat and the bad state of public hygiene.

Mr. Roberts, agent of Sing Lee’s landlord, 
of Rome, and Conductor Pangburn have iden- 
tified him in jail. The conductor swore 
that on the day of the murder he had seen 
Fong Ah Yu in his train, and had even 
dined with him at Norwood.

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MARCH OF THE WHITE MAN 


—— 


HE IS FAST BECOMING THE MASTER 
OF THIS GLOBE. 

THE ASTOUNDING CHANGE WROUGHT IN 
TWO CENTURIES—A POSSIBLE CONFLICT 
BETWEEN TEUTON AND SLAY, 

From the London Spectator. 

Among the little noticed but most im- 
portant facts in the history of the world is the 
enormous recent increase in the number of 
white men init. It is barely two centuries (1683) 
since those races, though even then the most en- 
ergetic of mankind, formed but a smal! fraction 
in the total of humanity—probably 10 per cent. 
of the whole—and were by no means certain 
that they could defend themselves against the 
remainder. The stream of Asiatic conquest had 
not stopped, for the Turks were at the gates of 
Vienna; an African fleet was dominant in the 
Mediterranean; Asia knew nothing of the whites 


except in one or two tolerated settlements on 
the coast fringe of India; Africa belonged 
exclusively to Africans; and though 
the whites had mastered South America, 
where, read in the light of subsequent history, 
their conquests were incredibly rapid, most part 
of North America still felt Indian wars to be 
terrible and even formidable eyents. Even a 
bundred years later the white people, though 
under the operation of the still unexplained law 
which at one time fosters and at. another time 
restricts the growth of a = were increas- 
ing slowly, and were still only a hundred and 
fifty millions, or probably a seventh of the popu- 
lation of the globe. They had, indeed, annexed 
the two Americas and Northern Asia, thus 
quintupling the area of their estate upon 
the planet, and _ probably, muitiplying 
their fixed wealth by at least twentytold— 
a country being always the largest item in 
the wealth of any race or nation—but they had 
only begun to settle inthe Western continent; 
they had but commenced to conquer in South- 
ern Asia; they had visited, but not occupied, 
Australia, and in Eastern Europe and Western 
Asia they were only slaves to an Asiatic horde. 
The century, however, ending 1884 has been 
marked by an advance so rapid and so unbroken 
as to be scarcely credible and to present one of 
the most startling facts in history. The white 
races in and out of Europe, under the influence 
of some still mysterious call upon their ener- 
gies, have multiplied nearly threefold, and are 
to-day, as Mr. R. Giffen bas shown in 
his recent address to the Statistical So- 
clety, 420,000,000. As there is no evidence of 
any corresponding increase in the dark races, 
and as, indeed, such increase has been, outside 
India, nearly impossible, the white men are now, 
by the best caiculations, one-third of the entire 
population of the world, inatead of being, as 
they were only two centuries ago, a little more 
than 10 percent. They have, moreover, if any- 
thing, increased in physical strength, and have 
so developed in brain, and consequent power of 
organization, that it may be doubted if the 
whole remainder of mankind, even if all were 
reduced to equal weapons, could seriously 
injure the white third, which, again, if 
it chose to act together and employ with- 
out pity the weapons its intelligence has 
enabled it to construct, could in a few years re- 
duce the remainder of the world to an uninhab- 
ited desert. Except in the South Pacific, where, 
by one means or another, they kill out the darker 
men, the white races show no tendency of that 
kind—though, wetake it, in the dawn of history 
they exterminated pretty freely, especially in 
India—but they do show a strong disposition to 
take possession of the whole earth and govern 


it as they please. The Chinese are the 
only great race remaining which can 
be said to be truly independent and 


free from the Laan ggg influence, more 
or less directly exercised, of the energetic white 
men, who pour in increasing streams over the 
remainder of. tiie earth’s surface. ‘They, indeed, 
alone traverse the ocean. The Chinese keep a 
few ships, and a few smal! vessels manned by 
dark sailors, mostly pirates or slavers, or pilgrim 
carriers, still hang about the coasts of Southern 
Asia or Eastern Africa, but the fighting navies 
of the world, and its great transport ships, and 
its mercantile marine, are all alike white. No dark 
race could bumbard a white harbor, or transport 
an army across a hundred miles of sea in the 
face of a prohibition from white men, who now 
exclusively occupy Europe, except the corner 
on which Constantinople stands; who occupy 
two-thirds of North America, and dominate over 
North and South America down to Patagonia; 
who have taken possession of Australia and 
New-Zealand, and most. of the iarger isles of tho 
South Pacific; who claim, if they do not possess, 
the whole of Northern Asia from the Ural to the 
Yellow Sea, and who dominate the whole of In- 
dia, Indo-China, and the Deita of the Nile. They 
have lately taken to conquering Africa, and are 
entering it at a hundred points at once; seizing 
almost silently, oertainiy without serious effort 
huge slices like French Africa, South Africa 
Madagascar, the vast valley of the Niger, and 
the still more extensive region drained by the 
system of rivers called the Congo. Nor is there 
much reason to believe that tne process will 
soon bechecked, for the white men are urged 
forward by an irresistible spur over which they 
have no control, The increase of the yellow 
race, which must once have been so inoredibly 
fast, bas stopped, and that of thedark races of 
India, which for a century has been amazing, is 
being checked by recurrent famines; but that of 
the white peoples goes on so fast that the trans- 
port of a huge army every year across 
the Atlantic makes no. impression on their 
numbers, and at their present rate of 
increase they will in 1984 be a_ thou- 
sand millions, or much more than half of 
then existing mankind. The Chinese have re- 
cently shown some resisting power; the Engljish 





have apparently—it may prove only va oosigae A 
halted, indecisive, in their march up the valley 
of the Nile; but the weneral movement sweeps 
ever forward, and within the century it seems 
more than probable that every corner of the 
earth will be ruled by white men, and that the 
* audax Iapet: genus,” as Horace perceived them 
to be, will be the only independent race within the 
lanet, which their tireless enterprise will then 
Eave rendered quite visible and very small, Not 
even internal war arrests the rush, still less hu- 
man volition. Because Germansand Frenchmen 
fought, France is in Tonquin, Tunis, and Mada- 
gascar; andin spite of Mr. Gladstone English- 
men are reaching the Zambesi, are encamped in 
Egypt, have gained full footing in Borneo, are 
legally reigning on the Niger, and are lookiug 
with greedy eyes on all the remaining lauds of 
the South Pacific. It is difficult to read such a 
record without feeling that the quarrels of old 
Europe, of which we make 60 much, are not 
rather petty affairs, or without doubting wheth- 
er after all Prince Bismarck does very greatly 
affect the fortunes of the human race. he ul- 
timate law-giver, who scatters the nations, and 
who has taken off the ban of sterility from the 
Aryan to inflict iton the Turanian, seems to be 
st onger than he. 
This world is the heritage of the white man— 
that is the first lesson of Mr. Giffen’s figures; 
but there is another also which Englishmen will 
do well to think over patiently and, if they can, 
without hatred in their hearts, They have no 
right to anger with the visible will of God. 
Mr. Giffen's figures are correct—and, subject to 
some arrest of existing law, they mu;t be as cor- 
rect as if they were merely unapplied calcula- 
tions—there is but one race on earth with whom 
it behooves:-the Teuton in all his branches to keep 
friends. This supremacy of the _ white 
man will in the end—and, recollect,  chil- 
dren may be born to-day who will see 
the end, and then be younger than Sir 
Moses Montefiore—be the joint supremacy 
of the Teuton and the Slav. In 1984, when the 
world contains 1,000,000,000 white faces, 600,000,- 
000 of these will be Bngiah and Germans and 
800,000,000 will be Slav. here will practically be 
no other white races, the French not increasing, 
the Spaniards increasing slowly—if indeed, as in 
Mexico, they do not rather suffer absorption 
into a dark people; the Scandinavian having 
stopped absolutely; and the Irishman, true to 
his destiny, helping only. to swell the power of 
the race he professes to detest. If the Teuton 
and the Slav can keep friends the worid is 
theirs, and if not there will be the most 
terrible struggle recorded in history since 
the white barbarians fought the white 
Romans and their darker allies. We are not 
sure that an agreement {ts possible until a great 
fignt has taken place, for Slav and Teuton seem 
unwilling to comprehend each other, though 
there is not between them the internecine hatred 
sometimes observed in history; but if their 
statesmen could arrange terms on which the 
conflict could be permanently avoided a huge 
mass of misery might be saved to our immedi- 
ate descendants. To avoid the quarrel wil! be 
difficult, for the Slav is just now strangled, and 
to reach the open water and so take bis natural 
partin the greater movement of mankind he 
must pitch timeelt on somebody, be it on Tur- 
key or England or China; but the means of 
avotdance are worth the study and patience of 
years. Mankind is not very likely to be happy 
when all is done, for in all this movement is 
no cure for sin, or pain, or poverty; anxiety in- 
creases as fast. as intelligence, and sympathy— 
which means sufféering—faster than stréngth; 
but one grand condition of even moderate well- 
being is that Slav and Teuton should learn how 
to live together in peace. If not the Teuton 
may some day—in less than a century—find that 
every third white man 1s a foe, and that the 
third man has the power of ranging behind him 
the darker races of mankind. he Teuton has 
the artof dominance, but the Slav has gained a 
strong bold wherever he has ruled, and can do 
at least one thing we cannot—he can conguer 
the Turanian without rousing his unquenchable 
hate. Now, the Turanian ig the only race not 
white which should in 1984 be strong.

SUNK BY A COLLISION. 





THE STEAMER PERKIOMEN LOST BUT THE 
CREW SAVED. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., July 16.—The 
steam collier Berks, Capt. Odiorne, from Boston, 
of and for Philadelphia, arrived here this morn- 
ing with the Captain and crew ot the steamer 
Perkiomen, Capt. Wylie, from Boston, of and 
for Philadelphia, which vessel was sunk by a 
collision with the schooner Abbie C. Stubbs, 
Capt. Lewis, from Boston for New-Bedford, at 
“about 12 o’clock last night off Poliock Rip. The 
Berks sailed for Philadelphia to-day with the 


Perkiomen’s crew. The steamer was of iron, 
Was 23444 feet long, 37 feet wide, and 2014 feet 
deep. She was built in 1875, was owned by the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company, 
and was employed in the coal trade. The 
schooner was badly damaged and was run ashofe 
on Monomoy Island to prevent her sinking. 

Capt. Wylie, of the Perkiomen, says the weath- 
er was misty and had been so all night and the 
day before, but that he had made all the usual 
lights and the masthead and side lirhts of several 
steamers. He did not see the schooner’s lights 
until she was within 500 yards, and it was then 
impossible to avoid her. She struck the steamer 
ov the port side, carrying away the smokestack, 
mainmast, and jibboom, and destroying the 

ort boat. The fires were out in five minutes, 

ut the water was a long time in getting 
into the forward compartments. The steam- 
er Chatham, from Boston. for Baltimore, 
came along and Capt. Wyllie § and his 
crew of 15 men went to her, using the small boat 
and the starboard boat. By stuffing the holes in 
her and keeping two men constantly bailing the 
latter reached the Chatham when just sinking. 
The Chatham, on account of the tog, bad in- 
tended to go outside of Nantucket, but instead 
she anchored and staid inside until the steamer 
Berks, of the Philadelphia and Reading Line, re- 
turing from an eastern trip, came along and 
took off the shipwrecked crew. 








THE ALEXANDER FRASER MYTH.

Mr. John Fraser, mining engineer, of 
Carnarvon, has fatied to make out his claim to 
the Barony of Lovat. In this case there is no 
reason to doubt the good faith of the olaimant.

ject of his ambition was apparently a purely 
sentimental one.

believe that Alexander Fraser, the eldest son of 
Thomas of Beaufort, the fourth sonof Hugh, 
the ninth Lord Lovat, was the man who, in the 
end of the seventeenth century, wus working as 
aminerin North Wales. But the Alexander 
Fraser myth looms as magnificently large as 
that of King Arthur. According to the legends 
which, combined, tormed the case of the. Car- 
narvon engineer, this scion of the erratic and 
turbulent house of Lovat appropriately com- 
menced his career by killing-a fiddler at a feast. 
Fleeing to Wales, where be _placea_ himself 
under the protection of Lord Powys, a 
fellow-Jacobite, he became a common miner. 
So heartily, according to the legend, did 
he enter into the spirit of the part which he was 
playing that he forgot how to spell his own 
name, and the character of his handwriting be- 
came that of an uneducated man. Notwith- 
standing this, the noble blood which ran in‘his 
veins came to bis assistance in his old age, and 
when the rough miner was 73 he suddenly as- 
sumed a fascination of appearance and manner 
sufficient to induce a young lady of position to 
elope with him, After thisno one need be sur- 
prised at his emulating. the patriarchs by having 
asono born to him attheageof 95. And it isin 
urtistic keeping with the grand. scale on which 
the whole myth is constructed that he should 
have lived till he was 113, Alexander Fraser is a 
valuable addition to the portrait galiery of the 
heroes of romance.

WESTERN CATTLE PROSPECTS.

being made in comphance with law and 
withcut molestation. No fever has yet 
developed in any herds in this section.’ 


Vice-President Meine, of New-Mexico, reports 
a healthy condition of cattle in that Territory, 
and says that the crop will be 25 ver cent. greater 
than iast yeur. Vice-President Herman, of 
Idaho, says: ‘* While little rain has fallen lately 
the grass is fine, and cattia are doing splendidly. 
There is no disease among them, and cowmen 
are véry much encouraged by the outiook for 
the present season.” Vice-President Kusseil, of 
Nevada, reports a better condition of both 
rangé and oattle than for several years, and says 
that, though the hay crop on the river bottoms 
will be lighter than usual, the quality. will be 
better, and a greater number of cattlemen will 
put up hay for Winter feeding than ever before.

SPECIAL DELIVERY SYSTEM. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The special delivery 
postal system provided for by the last Congress will be 
put in operation in the course of # month or two at 
about a dozen of the principal Post Offices of the coun- 
try, Including New-York, Boston, Brooklyn, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, and Washington. The details of the sys- 
tem are now being formulated at the Post Office De- 

rtment. ‘!he law roricds that the attachment toa 
etter having the Jegal postage of a special stamp of the 
denomination of 10 cents shal! entitie the letter 
to immediate delivery at free delivery offices 
to be destznated by the Postmaster-General. It is be- 
lieved that 50 messenger ooys will be required at the 
New-York Post Office and 25 at each of the large 
Stations in that city. While no doubt is. entertained 
that the system will pay its expenses in the end, it is 
fexred that a year or more may:elapse before the pub- 
lic will avail itself of the advantages of the new sys- 
tem to.an extent that will adequately compensate the 
messengers employed.

They reflect, just asa mirror 
does, that purtion o: the world held before it, 
and if liars are abroad, or lies, like lousy bats, 
encircle the air, they must be represented in the 
faithful newsgatherer. Papers are invariably 
truthful; itis you, Sir,and you, and you, who 
are the tiars. 

No ordinary Georgia scrub could come to Ten- 
nessee and take possession as Brother Jones hag 
done. He is eitherthe greatest revivalist of the 
United States to-day or Tennesseeans are the 
most consummate asses living. So, indeed, ar¢ 
the Texars, Mississippians ana others, for he hag 
aroused the same excitement everywhere. Col, 
B. F. Lillard, of this city, pronounces him the 
great pulpit commoner, as Pitt, Clay, und John, 
son were the great commoners of the political 
world. Pick out from the list of the converts 
the names of the few ‘hardened sinners” at tha 
head of this letter. They are men of braing 
and courage and convictions; men whom ng 
gultnary breeze could move from any positio 
Read his sermons. Are they not, for the mos 
part, full of plain, practical sense and theologik 
cal orthodoxy?

And when the exhortation is delivered 
and “ Psalmsof Victory” sung, they move for- 
ward from al! parts of the tent,and “those 
who came to scoff remain to pray.’ The bar- 
keeper and his patron, the gumbler and his 
victim, the doctor and his patient, men and 
women, lawyer and client, good and bad, 
hardened age and tender childhood, ti!l, within 
the pust three days, at this meeting alone, three 
or four hundred have either professed religion 
or deciared themselves penitent. 

It is the proua boast of Brother Jones’s friends 
and admirers thatin a single reviva! at Knox- 
ville he closed 27 bur rooms, and thus redeemed 
Sine comin How poor and insignificant seem 
all the results of the Maine liquor and bleeding 
Kansas prohibition laws, in comparison with a 
work like that !

BERGER, who was apparently hardly re- 
sponsible for the performances’ by 
which he got the convention into 
such an uproar. The opposition, which is 
really represented by Gov. CAMERON, will 
continue and probably increase. It exists 
in considerable strength in the westérn 
and southwestern parts of the State, and 
in a more or less latent form everywhere. 
The way to get rid of MaHONE’s ‘“‘ boss- 
ism” once for all is so plainly open that 
those who are tired of his arrogant dicta- 
tion can hardly fail to takeit. Theturgid 
falsehoods and ridiculous exaggerations 
of the platform will only help them along, 
for they could have no better evidence of 
an absence of convictions and principles 
in Mahone’s party. 








Nothing more significant regarding the 
sentiment of business men on the silver 
questicm has occurred in a long time than 
the action of the Cotton Convention at 
‘White Sulphur Springs, Va., yesterday. 
A resolution calling on Congress to stop 
the coinage of the silver dollars was pro- 
posed by a committee of which Mr. 
GARDNER, of Mobile, was Chairman. It 
‘was opposed by a delegate from New- 
Orle ans on the ground that it did not come 
‘witi1in the purposes of the convention, 
but it was warmly supported by delegates 
fron: Alabama, Louisiana, and New-York, 
and adopted with but one dissenting vote. 
Takin in connection with the action of 
the Commercial Convention at Atlanta, 
pnd that of the South Carolina banks, this 
is a very strong indication of the feeling 
pf the South, from which section the 
pilvet mine owners have heretofore drawn 
mouch of their strength. If the opposition 
to silver continues to extend there the 
fate of the debased coin is sealed. 








Mr. J. S. Moore shows in a letter print- 
ed in :tnother column the importance to 
this country of the maintenance of direct 
communication with Australia and New- 
Zealand. The very large and profitable 
increas? in our trade with those colonies 
jn the last ten years is no doubt 
due to the existence of such com- 
munication. Our Government has never 
done anything toward sustaining it, 
merely paying for mail service the ordi- 
nary foweign rate, which is acknowledged 
to be inadequate. The steamship com- 
pany has, however, had a mail subsidy 
from the Australian Government which 
is soon to be withdrawn unless the United 
States bears its share of the burden. It is 
assume that the steamers cannot be main- 
tained on this line without the aid of 
liberal compensation for carrying the 
mails; at least the company owning 
them proposes to act on that assumption. 
The importance and commercial value of 
regular and direct communication as in- 
dicated in the statistics presented by Mr. 
MoorE suggest thata new policy is de- 
sirable, nota policy of subsidizing, but 
one of paying rates for foreign mail car- 
rying corresponding to those paid to coast- 
ing vessels within our own jurisdiction.

Gen. Curtis, of St. Lawrence County, 
was one of the most trustworthy mem- 
bers of the last Legislature.

Senator WARNER MILLER’s political in- 
sight seems sometimes almost like inspira- 
tion. He tells our Chicago correspondent 
that it was “chiefly the tariff issue” 
which carried the Irish Democrats over to 
BLAINE last Fall. This opinion throws a 
flood of light upon the hitherto im- 





penetrable mysteries of that mem- 
orable campaign.

with such diligence and effect to make 
Blaine votes, and the intemperate zeal of 
the extreme high tariff dynamiters is ex- 
plained also. The future historian of the 
campaign of 1884 will find his labors made 
easy by such electric flashes of elucida- 
tion. 
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The explanation given by the Pall Mall 
Gazette of the situation in Afghanistan 
makes the present disputé appear less 
serious than it seemed in the announce- 
ments made by the London morning 
papers. According to this explanation 
Russia is not occupying and does not 
mean to occupy the Zulfikar Pass, which 
has been formally ceded to Afghanistan. 
The question now is of a position out- 
side the pass which Russia and England 
have both claimed, and which neither 
has conceded. There appears to be nooc- 
casion for war unless one party or the oth- 
er means to go to war, in which case this 
dispute would furnish a sufficient pretext 
for a course for which other pretexts 
might befound in abundance. Whatever 
abatement should be made from this ex- 
planation, on account of the position of 
the Gazette as a quasi-Russian organ, is 
more than offset by its facilities for secur- 
ing news from the Russian side. 














AN AMERICAN SILVER UNION. 


Among the propositions which the 
South American Trade Commission were 
authorized to submit to the Governments 
visited by them was one for the establish- 
ment of a monetary union between those 
Governments and the United States. The 
terms of the instructions given to the 
commission are summarized in the brief 
report made by them of their interview 
with President Santa Marta, of the Re- 
public of Chili. The President of Chili 
received all the other propositions of 
the commission with an _ indifference 
bordering on contempt, but to this 
one he assented with great cordiality, 
and pledged his Government at any 
time to enter on negotiations for 
a convention to secure this end, which, 
in his opinion, was extremely desirable. 
As stated by the commission, the conven- 
tion would provide for the coinage by 
each of the Governments entering the 
union of a silver dollar of uniform 
weight and fineness, and of the value of 
the gold dollar of this Government, to be 


a legal tender among the citizens of the 


various Governments, and to be issued to 
an amount to be regulated by mutual 
agreement. It was also stated by the 
commission that this plan had been as- 
sented to by Mexico, Venezuela, Guate- 
mala, Costa Rica, Ecuador, and Peru. 

This plan has much about it that is at- 
tractive, and could it be carried out, it 
might be a valuable stimulant to trade 
with the people to the south of us, espe- 
cially those of Mexico, Peru, and Chili. 
Even with the variations that have re- 
cently taken place in the market value of 
silver a moderate amount of silver dollars 
properly regulated as to their issue could 
be kept in circulation without serious 
fluctuation if they were coined at the 
value of the United States gold 
dollar. Such a coin would have the 
advantages which were claimed for 
the trade dollar, without its risks. The 
umount of issue being limited, and the 
weight of silver in the coin being sufficient 
to give it an intrinsic value equal to its 
face, it would be a convenient and safe 
medium of exchange within the countries 
acceding to the convention. Everything 
would depend, of course, upon the condi- 
tions of prudence being closely adhered 
to, and the right to stop the issue of the 
coin when changes in the market value 
of silver required it would have to be 
rigidly reserved and firmly used. 

It is, however, one of the peculiarities 
of our absurd financial system regarding 
silver that it has placed it quite out of 
our power, so long as it remains in force, 
to enter upon any such arrangement as 
this. The instructions to the roving South 
American Commission to lay any such 
proposition before the Governments of 
other States were entirely idle, and were 
it not for the happy-go-lucky style in 
which much of our so-called diplomatic 
business is carried on it would be quite 
open to those Governments to question the 
good faith of our own. Possibly the plan 
was only a part of the elaborate scheme 
by which the Arthur Administration 
hoped to create for its chief a claim on 
popular support which should offset the 
one put forth for Mr. BLAINE and based 
on that gentleman’s very different South 
American policy. It may have been but 
a chapter like the ill-fated commercial 
treaties with Spain and Costa Rica. 
Whatever its origin it is perfectly clear 
to a practical mind that the United

States, with a compulsory coinage 
of legal tender silver dollars at 15.98 
to 1, could not undertake to add to its 
currency another legal tender silver dol- 
lar at a ratio of 19.25 to 1, which is about 
the ratio at which silver would have to be 
coined now to be worth as much as gold. 
Whatever might be the advantages of 
such a coinage in our southern trade, and 
they might easily be considerable, we are 
absolutely precluded from seriously con- 
sidering them, and no Administration 
with anything like an adequate sense of 
its responsibility would have thought of 
proposing it. 

The whole business of the South Amer- 
ican Commission is a little ridiculous, and 
some of its features bear the stamp of 
something worse than haste and folly; but 
the bunching in with a half dozen other 
proposals of this one to issue a new kind of 
currency to which the consent of Congress 
could not be hoped for and ought not to 
be given, is probably the wildest of its 
peculiarities. It sprang in all probability 
from the want of any proper sense of 
accountability in the minds of Repub- 
lican leaders due to the long lease by the 
party of power won on issues long since 
decided. Not the least of the fortunate 
effects of the reverse experienced by the 
Republican Party last Fallis the fact that 
a new Administration cannot for many 
years feel so safe in its place as to concoct 
and gravely set on foot schemes so utterly 
inconsistent with the condition of our 
country, the state of our laws, and the 
very powers of the Executive as this. 





OUR NEW NAVY. : 

The 15th of July was the date named in 
Secretary WHITNEY’s circular as the one 
prior to which ‘all engineers and me- 
chanics of established reputation and all 
reputable manufacturers of vessels, steam 
engines, boilers, or ordnance having or 
controlling regular establishments,” as 
well as ‘‘all officers of the navy, espe- 
cially naval constructors, steam engineers, 
and ordnance officers,” were invited to 
send him plans and designs for the new 
vessels authorized by Congress at its last 
session. Very soon, therefore, we shall 
know something of the number and gen- 
eral character of the responses to this in- 
vitation. 

The way of going to work has been no- 
ticeable. Instead of originating the plans 
in a board appointed for the purpose, and 
then asking contractors to bid for carry- 
ing out these fixed plans, the new Secre- 
tary threw the whole subject before the 
inventors and constructors of the coun- 
try and asked for their notions on it, with 
the promise of compensation for any de- 
signs that might be adopted. In order to 
remove restrictions and conditions as far 
as possible designers were authorized to 
send in suggestions, not only for vessels, 
but for ‘‘any parts thereof,” so that a 
man who knew about hulls but not about 
guns, or about neither of these but about 
engines or boilers, might answer the invi- 
tation. There was a danger, however, 
that all the cranks and circle squarers of 
the country might respond. Not long 
ago, in fact, one inventor confided to the 
Navy Department the idea that by the 
constant firing of a cannon from:the stern 
of a vessel its speed would be increased by 
the recoil several knots per hour. The 
Bureau of Steam Engineering calculated 
that firing a big ten-inch rifled gun every 
three minutes would produce a recoil 
about equal to the continuous exertion of 
Secretary 
WHITNEY took care to limit his invitation 
to engineers and mechanics ‘of estab- 
lished reputation,” and to manufacturers 
*‘controlling regular establishments and 
being engaged in the business.” 

The results of this mode of going to 
work will be watched with interest. 
Doubtless Mr. WHITNEY’s rigid action in 
the case of the Dolphin and his persist- 
ency in holding Mr. Roac# strictly to his 
contract will frighten away one sort of 
contractors. But it ought to attract other 
classes by giving practical assurances of a 
fair field for all, and by sounding the knell 
both of official rings and private favor- 
itism. 

The chief need just now is that of 
fast cruisers; and certainly American in- 
genuity and handicraft, thus broadly ap- 
pealed to, ought in this particular to ap- 
proach what is familiar success in other 
countries, England, for example, has 
the Mercury, a steel vessel with a length 
of 300 feet, a breadth of 46, and a draught 
of 22, which has made over 18 1-2 knots, 
or 211-4 miles. She also has the Iris, 
sister ship of the Mercury, which makes 
18 knots. These vessels are in commis- 
sion, and their speed is that actually at- 
tained by repeated trials. England also 
has the Scout and the Surprise, both dis- 
patch vessels of about the Dolphin’s size, 
the former of which has made 17 knots 
and the latter 174-5. The great vessels 
Inconstant and Shah, of about 6,000 tons 
each, have a speed of about 16 1-2 knots, 
and the three vessels of the Mersey class 
are to have nearly 18. 

France has her steel cruiser Milan, 
which has madean averagespeed of 18 2-5 
knots in a six hours’ trial with a forced 
draught, her engines developing 4,000 in- 
dicated horse power, and 17 1-4 knots 
with natural draught as average speed in 
a series of trials. The Milan has a dis- 
placement of about 150 tons more than 
the Dolphin. France has also the Sfazx, 
nearly as large a cruiser as the Chicago, 
making 17 knots, and she has her Duquesne 
and Tourville, much larger than the Chi- 
cago, and mounting 22 guns each, which 
make between 16 1-2 and 17 knots. 

Italy has her Giovanni Bansan, between 
17and 18 knots, and her A Barbarigo, 
over 18 knots, besides high speed for her 
huge ironclads. Her Cristoforo Colombo 
and her M. A, Colonna also have 16 knots 
each, Germany has her Hohenzollern, of 
nearly 16 2-5 knots, and her Prince Adel- 
bert and Bismarck, of 16. China has her 
Yang Woi, of 16 1-5 knots, and her Tchai 
Yong, of 164-5. A speed of 17 1-2 knots 
is claimed for Japan’s Tsukuahi, and there 
is talk of a speed of 19 knots in the cruiser 
to be launched next month for Japan at 
Sir W. ARMSTRONG’s works. Brazil has two 
heavily armored vessels—the Riashuelo 
and Agquidaban—that havé a speed of 
16 8-4 knots with a forced draught, and 
16 1-4 with a natural one, Chili has her 








Esmeralda, with a speed of over 18 1-4 
knots, and even Turkey has a couple of 16- 
knot cruisers. 


Is it possible that cruisers worthy of 
being compared in speed with at least the 
slower vessels on this list of many nations 
cannot be had for our country ?

THE CAUSE OF COSTLY GAS. 

A writer in the current number of the 
North American Review presents some 
striking facts in connection with the his- 
tory of gas companies, which illustrate 
the futility of attempting to control the 
price of gas through competition. New- 
York has learned this lesson by a cost- 
ly experience. Had a farsighted policy 
been adopted twenty-five years ago and 
steadily maintained the people would now 
be free from an enormous tax levied by 
corporations chartered for the purpose of 
performing what is in effect a public serv- 
ice. The fact that special privileges have 
been granted to gas companies for the 
purpose of securing the performance of 
this public service gives to the Statea 
complete right to control their operations 
and to limit their prices and their profits. 
If this right had been judiciously exer- 
cised from the start the futile effort to ob- 
tain fair prices through competition would 
have been avoided, and the difficult task 
which now confronts us would never 
have been presented. 

A few facts will illustrate the effects of 
the wrong policy. In London there were 
in 1856 thirteen gas companies, which have 
since been reduced by absorption and con- 
solidation to three. In 1860 by legislation 
each company was restricted to a certain 
district, an initial price per thousand feet 
and a standard of purity and illuminating 
power were fixed, and the dividends 
were limited to 10 per cent. on the 
capital, with the right to increase 
them one-quarter of 1 per cent. 
with each reduction of one penny in 
the price. The result is that in 1883 
the price of gas was 70 cents per thou- 
sand feet, and the average net profit was 
over 11 per cent. on a combined capital 
exceeding $66,000,000. In this city, in 
1857, two companies with a combined cap- 
ital of $2,000,000 supplied 770,000,000 feet 
of gas at $2 50 per thousand. The capital 
invested to each thousand feet produced 
was $3 85. The process of reducing the 
price by competition set in, and in 1875 
there were five companies supplying 3,000,- 
000,000 feet, and the price was $2 76 per 
thousand. In the process of duplicating 
works, acquiring real estate, watering 
stock, &c., the aggregate capital was 
carried up to $19,950,000, or $5 65 for each 
thousand feet produced. The cost of mak- 
ing gas had been greatly reduced, but the 
price had advanced over 151-2 per cent. 
Still the process went on, and in 1884 seven 
companies made 4,500,000,000 feet of gas at 
an average cost of $1 02, for which the av- 
erage receipts were $2 138. On the consol- 
idation of six of the companies their capi- 
tal was carried up from $18,308,920 to 
$39,078,000—an equivalent of $10 30 per 
thousand feet. The price is still $1 75 a 
thousand, while in London, where the 
capitalization is $8 23 per thousand, it is 
70 cents. 

There has been an enormous loss in 
duplicating plant over the same territory, 
while in the consolidations that have taken 
place there has been a vast inflation of the 
capital of the companies. They nominally 
pay about 7 per cent. dividends, but their 
capital is so largely fictitious that this 
represents much greater profits on the 
investment, which of itself is very 
much larger than was needed, on 
account of the establishment of com- 
peting companies. The consequence is 
that the price is at least twice what it 
ought to have been at this time. It is 
not possible now to retrieve the losses of 
our past policy, but it is quite possible to 
pursue a sound policy in the future. We 
may at least recognize the force of the 
maxim that ‘‘ where combination is pos- 
sible competition is impossible,” and re- 
sort to regulation and limitation instead 
of encouraging new companies. We 
cannot get rid of the capital unnecessarily 
invested, but we can distinguish between 
that actually invested and that which is 
wholly fictitious. Then we can restrict 
dividends to not more than 10 per cent. 
on the actual capital and limit the price 
accordingly. It is only by this policy of 
regulation by public authority that we 
can hope to secure anything like a fair 
price for gas. The futility of attempting 
to attain the end by competition has been 
demonstrated at an enormous cost, the 
present gas tax of this city being about 
$10,000,000 annually, when it might have 
been less than half that amount.

That 
useful appliance willno doubt be trans- 
ported to the convention as an indispensa- 
ble political ‘‘ property” upon the Tam- 
many train. It will bea touching sight 
to see horny Tammany hands swaying 
away upon the rope which elevates the 
leader of the County Democracy into a 
position from which an embrace can be 
delivered, while tears of joy run down the 
cheeks of aged Democrats from the rural 
districts. 

In other States than ours there is apt to 
be bitterness between honored leaders 
which must be sweetened in the interest 
of party unity. The political drift in 
Massachusetts seems to be toward a com- 
bination of the Butler Democrats and 
the machine Republicans against the Sun- 
day school teachers and the independents, 
The chiefs of the factions thus to be 
united are even better known than 
Boss KELLY and Boss THOMPSON, 
and their relations have been sub- 
jected heretofore to a high degree 
of tension. But they are men of whom it 
may be confidently expected that they 
will lay their personal differences upon 
the altar of party success. When the 
bouncing BuTLEeR imprints a succession 
of fervid kisses upon the austere but un- 
resisting cheek of Senator Hoar, the 
hearts of Senator DawEs and JoHn Law- 
RENCE SULLIVAN will leap up with de- 
light at the happy augury of union and 
victory. 








THE PHOTOGRAPHERS’ 
TION. 


It seems impossible for any large num- 
ber of persons in this country to follow 
the same pursuit or pastime without hold- 
ing an annual convention. The pho- 
tographers are now holding their conven- 
tion at Buffalo, and there is no doubt that 
it will be a lively and interesting meeting. 

Buffalo is*now wholly given up to a 
swarm of men armed with cameras and 
tripods, No citizen can stop for a mo- 
ment ona street corner without having 
two or three lenses focused upon him, 
and even men and women who are peace- 
ably walking or driving are forcibly pho- 
tographed by the instantaneous process. 
Men’s front door steps and back yards are 
invaded by enthusiastic photographers 
searching for a point of view, and the po- 
lice are worn out in the effort to quell 
the constant riots that arise when the 
leg of one tripod fouls the leg of an- 
other tripod, as two rival photog- 
raphers plant their cameras in close 
juxtaposition. The sidewalks in front 
of every hotel are crowded with men 
who are disputing as to the merits of dif- 
ferent developers, and emphasizing their 
remarks with clubbed tripods and boxes 
of dry plates. If two men are seen con- 
versing anywhere in Buffalo the chances 
are that one of them may be heard to 
remark, ‘‘I tell you the potash destroys 
the film,” or “‘ Don’t talk to me about 
ammonia; I won’t touch anything but 
soda.” As for the debates in the conven- 
tion as to the value of this or that devel- 
oper, or as to the superiority of Smith’s 
or Brown’s plates over all other plates, 
any one who knows the energy with which 
a photographer clings to his own opinions 
can imagine that the convention will not 
be a silent or tedious body. 

When the convention adjourns about 
four hundred and seventy-three pho- 
tographers will go to Niagara and pro- 
ceed to take four hundred and seventy- 
three different views of the Falls, Let us 
hope that the percentage of photographers 
and cameras that are carried over the Falls 
or who fall into the Whirlpool in their 
eagerness to obtain good points of views 
will be comparatively small; for, although 
the photographer will cling to his own 
methods with ynconquerable obstinacy 
and will die sooner than change his de- 
veloper or buy a new brand of plates, he 
is a harmless enthusiast, whose violent 
death is ordinarily to be regretted.

THE GENESTA. 


The arrival of the British cutter Genesta 
to sail for the cup won by the America 
will at once stimulate the local interest 
in yachting. There is no denying that the 
British cutter is likely to prove a more 
formidable competitor for the trophy than 
has appeared in our waters before. Since 
the America won the cup we have made 
comparatively little progress in the build- 
ing and sailing of racing yachts, and 
England has made much. What improve- 
ments we have made have been chiefly in 
schooners. 

If the New-York Yacht Club had in- 
sisted that a schooner must be the chal- 
lenger, the cup would be comparatively 
safe. When the Cambria and the Livonia 
came after it the Sappho was no doubt the 
fastest schooner yacht afloat, and could 
have heldjit against all comers. The devices 
to which the New-York Club resorted to 
prevent the recapture of the prize were as 
unnecessary as they were objectionable. 
But the ditference between English cut- 
ters and English schooners is very great, 
while our own deficiency in one-masted 
yachts is made obvious by the fact that 
we had no such yacht of the Genesta’s size 
and that it has been necessary to build 
experimental sloons to contend with a

Fortunately, the Puritan, the Boston 
yacht which has been built to race the 
Genesta, has shown herself to be very 
fast, and good hopes may be entertained 
of the Priscilla, the New-York boat built 
for that purpose, though her trials have 
not been so public as those of the Puritan. 
The races for the cup are likely to be close 
enough to be very exciting. —

the election of Mr. EpwarRD COoopPER, 
should he be nominated for Governor by 
the Democrats, on the ground that he is 
a “ bigot.” This serious charge is sup- 
ported by the single specification that 
when Mr. CooperR was Mayor he 
vetoed a resolution of the Board 
of Aldermen exempting a Roman 
Catholic Orphan Asylum from the 
payment of Croton water rents. 
The fact that the Mayor’s action was 
supported by the official opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel does not alter Mr. 
O’Donouve’s view of the case, for it seems 
that the Corporation Counsel’s opinion 
was promptly overruled by a committee 
of the Board of Aldermen, consisting of 
WILLIAM R. ROBERTS, Nick HavGuHron, 
Mike Burns, WILLIAM Saver, and 
Pat Keenan. Of course Mr. Cooper 
has not a ghost of a chance to be 
elected Governor if he cannot convince 
Mr. O’DonoHvE that he is not a bigot. 
Bigotry, indeed, must be a fatal obstacle 
to the success of any man in public life 
in this country so long as a great part of 
our electorate is made up of adopted citi- 
zens who bring to the service of our free 
institutions the large and liberal views 
and generous judgments acquired in their 
youth in the effete despotisms. 








We are not quite certain whether the 
Utica Herald is disingenuous or merely 
ignorant. Onthe 1lthof July it said that 
*‘as fast as possible attendants employed 
in the New-York Post Office are notified 
that they are no longer needed, and Dem- 
ocrats are substituted.” We promptly 
showed this statement to be false 
upon the authority of the Postmaster 
himself. The Utica Herald comments 
as follows upon our correction of its error: 
‘‘Postmaster PEARSON runs before he is 
sent. Our statement did not concern 
clerks under the Postmaster, as he will 
see if he will read itcarefully.” No degree 
of care in the perusal of the statement of 
July 11 can make it anything else than a 
false statement. But will the Utica 
Herald explain whom its remark did 
concern? 








Our esteemed contemporary the Sun 
desires us to favor it with a luminous 
and conclusive exposition of the workings 
of free trade, but at the same time the 
Sun insists that the topic shall be treated 
lightsomely so as not to bore it and weary 
its blithe and rudimentary mind.

Moreover, it may be stat- 
ed as a fact that Mayor Grace is a thorough- 
going American willing to contribute his mite 
to the welfare of the city.

BOUND TO BEAT COOPER

JOSEPH J. O’DONOHUE AND THE 
GOVERNORSAHIP. 


THE BIG COFFEE MERCHANT TO RUN HIM- 
SELF IF THE EX-MAYOR IS NOMINATED 
—WHY HE OPPOSES MR. COOPER. 


To say that political circles were elec- 
trified last night at the announcement that if 
ex-Mayor Edward Cooper were nominated for 
Governor Mr. Joseph J. O’Donohue, the Tam- 
many man and coffee merchant, would run 
against him would be to but feebly describe the 
situation. County Democracy men were dis- 
posed to dispute the story, but Tammany men 
were not slow to see the advantages of slyly 
spreading the news, and mysteriously winking 
when its truth was called in question. 

“O’Donohue for Governor?’ asked Register 
John Reilly. “Not a bad candidate by any 
means. But willherun? I doubt it.” 

But the news went around nevertheless, and 
when a TIMES reporter met Mr. O’Donohue he 
found that geuotieman very willing to talk on the 


subject. 

“ Are you going to run for Governor?” asked 
the renorter. e 

“*Perbaps,” laconically replied the gentleman. 

“In what contingency ?” 

“In case Edward Cooper is nominated in the 
State Convention.”

Cooper of being a bigot, and I will specify an 
instance where he showed himself inimical to 
the interests of tne Catholics in this city, I have 
no inteation of dragging religion into politics, 
but I think it about time to drag forth to the 
light of day the true inwardness of some of the 
acts of certain parties who pretend to be the 
Jeaders of the Democracy in this city and State. 
Mr. Cooper was Mayor of New-York in the 
years 1879 and 1850, having been elected to 
office in the Fall of 1878 Being the son of 
his father, and not being suspected of 
any but the most liberal tendencies, he 
received the votes of very many men of ail de- 
nominations, particulariy of members of the 
Catholic Church. His election was followed by 
various acts which ina greater or less degree 
showed his true character, but not until Dec. 9, 
1879, did he perpetuate an injustice that to my 
mind should prevent his ever receiving the vote 
oft a fair-minded and liberal man. On Nov. 25, 
1879, the Board of Aldermen passed a resolution 
exempting the Roman Catholic Orphan Asy- 
lums at No. 32 Prince-street and on Fifth and 
Madison avenues, between Fifty-first and Fifty- 
second streets, from the payment of all taxes or 
rents for the use of Croton water. Edward 
Cooper vetoed this resolution on Dec. 6, 1879.” 

“* He did so on advice of the Corporation Coun- 
sel, did he not ?” 

“So he claimed in his veto message. The then 
Corporation Counsel was the present Secretary 
of the Navy, Mr. William C. Whitney. Mr. 
Whitney gave an opinion under date of the 2d of 
December in that year in which he held that as 
the revenues for the use of Croton water were 
by law given over tothe sinking fund, the city 
could not divert said revenues or any part of 
them. But in order that you may understand 
the matier jet me read you what the Corporation 
Counsel said.” 

Mr. O’Donobue then read as follows: “* It seems 
to me that tne honorable the Board of Alder- 
men in adopting this resolution must have 
overlooked various provisions of law and ordi- 
mance reiating to this matter. Croton water 
rents were piedged to the sinking fund for the 
payment of interest on the city debt by an ordi- 
mance of the Common Council adopted Feb. 22, 
3844. On May 13, 1545,an act was passed by the 
Legislature creating a public fund, or stock, in 
the city of New-York to be called the croton 
water stock, and in relation to the sinking 
fund. The fifth section of said act is as follows: 

“*The ordinance now in force, and approved 
of by the Mayor of the city on the 22d of Febru- 
ary, 1844, and any ordinance that may hereafter 
be passed by the said Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonaity, in conformity with the provisions 
of this law relative to the said sinking fund, 
shall not be amenced without the consent of the 
Legislature first had and obtained, except by 
setting apart and avpropriating, to and for the 
purpose of the said sinking fund, additional 
revenue whenever the said Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Commonalty shall deem proper; and the 
said ordinance shall remain in full force until 
the whole of the debt created for the introduc- 
tion of Croton water into the city of New-York 
shall be fully redeemed.’ 

“This law put it out of the power of the Com- 
mon Council, so long as any Croton water stock 
was outstanding, to divert the Croton water 
rents from the sinking fund. 

*“Now, you can understand,” continued Mr. 
O’Donobue, “just what the ground of the veto 
was, That Mr. Cooper was very glad to take ad- 
vantage of any ground, however slim, is appar- 
ent to me. and to many others. The members of | 
the Board of Aidermen apparenrtiy thought so, 
foron Dec. 23 a special committee, consisting 
of William R. Roberts, Nicholas Haughton, 
Michael W. Burns, William Sauer, and Patrick 
Keenan, presented a report controverting Mr. 
Whitney’s opinion and condemning Mayor 
Cooper tor his vetoof the resolution. And now, 
having quoted from Mr. Whitney’s opinion, let 
me sbow you what an investigation of the law 
by this committee, assisted by able counsel, de- 
veloped. It was shown that in the year 1850, 
five years later than the passage of 
the laws quoted by Mr. Whitney, Nicho- 
Jas Dean, then resident Commissioner 
of the Croton Aqueduct Department, 
who assistedin framing the laws then in force 
about Croton water, said thatin fixing rates of 
taxation for the use of the water particular re- 

ard should be had to the ‘humble classes’ by 
oeping the charges at the ‘iowest possible point.’ 
He also said: *The annual income which ought 
to be credited to this department has been essen- 
tially diminished by gratuitous grants of water 
made by the Common Counci) to schools, public 
institutions,and public offices within the city. The 
propriety of these grants this department does 
not presume to question, yet by the mode adopt- 
ed neither the charitable appropriations of the 
City Government nor the amount contributed 
through this department to those charities are 
known to the taxpayers. * * * The whole 

ubject is one of legislation, and therefore be- 
Sones exclusively to the Common Council. Any 
and ali ordinances passed upon the subject will 
de executed by this department to the extent of 
its powers.’”’ 

“ You take the ground, then, that the city had 
the right to relieve the orphan asylum from 
this tax, but that Mr. Cooper intentionalry de- 
nied the favor?" 

“I do most emphatically. Ifthe opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel and the dictum of Mr. 
Cooper was good Jaw in 1879it was good law 
on May 28, 1858, 14 years after the Corporation 
Counsel says the power was taken from the Com- 
mon Council. Yet on that date, by resolution 

proved by Mayor Tiemann, the tax on Cooper 
jnion, then due, was remitted, and the building 

‘was exempted for ali time from the furtber 
payment of water tax. Similar exemptions from 
‘water taxes were made in 1868 in the case of the 
Church of St. Lawrence; in 1869 in the case of 
the Yorkville Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
in 1870 in the case of St. Peter’s Church.” 

“Did the orphan asylum management feel so 
ptrongly on the subject 7?" 

“T am satisfied thatthe patrons of the institu- 
tion have a very poor opinion of Edward Cooper. 
The managers support over 1,500 orphans, and 
their principa! sources. of income are from col- 
Jections in the Catholic churches at Easter and 
Christmas. This income, however, has dimin- 
ished, and at times money has had to be bor- 
rowed io anticipation of the collections. When 
the depression in trade began in 1873 the tax was 
raised over $1,500, and every year that amount 
has been taken out of the voluntary offerings of 
the peopie in the churches. The fact that the 
Catholics support their own orphans saves the 
city over $150,000 a year, and yet Mr. Cooper 
sought to perpetuate for all time an annual tax 
of $1,500 upon the consumption of water by the 
orphans. It was outrageous and scandalous.”

She has always 
been a favorite with the actor, and appeared 
deeply moved and interested during parts of the

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THE CLEVELAND STRIKERS 


MANY SORE HEADS AFTER THE 
FIGHT WITH THE POLICE. 

THE OFFICERS CHARGED WITH AN INDIS- 
CRIMINATE USE OF THE CLUB—THE 
MILL COMPANY ISSUES A NOTICE 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 16.—The all-ab- 
sorbing subject of comment among the citizens 
to-day was the fight with the strikers last even- 
ing. At Police Headquarters the men were all 
under orders, and a special detail guarded the 
property of the Rolling Mill Company. No one 
knew how matters might turn out, and the 
quiet that prevailed throughout the quarters 
occupied by the Polish and Bohemian strikers 
was viewed with great apprehension. The ter- 
rible clubbing that was given by the police 
made the strikers sullen, and the effects of it 
were hardly realized until this morning. It is 
now believed that fully 100 strikers are injured, 
many of them very badly. The exact number 
cannot be ascertained, as the women who were 
in the ranks of the strikers took many of them 
home, where they are now hiding. It was con- 
sidered best not to try and make any arrests, 
and so only the usual number of patrolmen 
were stationed in the district. The police au- 
thorities seem to think that the spirit of the 
strikers is broken, notwithstanding the report 
that reached Headquarters this afternoon that 
the Poles and Bohemians were organizing a 
muiitary contingent and drilling. At night offi- 
cers saw a number of the strikers with shot 
guns and rifles across their shoulders in the 
vicinity of the Polish settlement, but no alarm 
is felt over the fact. Superintendent of Police 
Schmidt says that on the first move on the part 
of the strikers to employ shot guns he will ask 
for the Gatling gun battery. The strikers who 
were so badly injured by the clubs of the police 
that they could not move from the field, and 
were placed under arrest, are being cared for by 
the City Physician, and are doing reasonably 
well. Of the number, Joe Moleska, a German, 
is fatally injured. He was struck a terrible 
blow with an officer’s mace, and a great cut was 
made in the scalp, and his skull fractured. Offi- 
cer Manzellman, who it Was thought last night 
was fatally injured,it is now believed hasa chance 
for recovery, although he is still very low. 
All the rest of the men are doing well. 

There is considerable feeling in the ward on ac- 
count of the indiscriminate clubbing by the 
police. It is said that a number of innocent 
people were badly cut. The following graphic 
description of the fight by an eye witness shows 
the terrible execution done by the police: The 
strikers to the number 1,200 or 1,500 came up to 
the gate through which they could reach the 
plate mills. Deputy Superintendent of Police 
McMahon, who had charge of the police detail, 
parieyed with them at the gate a while, but 
some boys in the rear commenced to throw 
stones, and McMahon at length ordered a charge. 
The police swooped down and engaged the ad- 
vance rank of the mob. A moment later the whole 
crowd turned and attempted to flee. The 
police pursued them and used their clubs upon 
the men in the most fearful manner. A most 
sickening scene followed. Each patrolman singled 
out a man and followed him until he fell froma 
blow witha mace. One Pole was struck three 
times by a policeman ana fell senseless. A wom- 
an with achila in her arms was standing pear 
the Cieveland and Pittsburg track and was 
struck upon the head twice. She ran down tie 
street screaming, with the blood streaming 
through her hair and falling upon the face of 
her shrieking babe. A boy was standing near 
the fence; a policeman attacked him, but he 
protested that he was only looking on. He re- 
ceived a terrible blow on the forehead and after 
running a short distance fell senseless. Two 
young men, who had just arrived from Youngs- 
town were passing the mill, and one of the 
patrolmen knocked one of them down 
and inflicted a number of terrible gashes 
on his. head. A _ cripple was walking 
along A®tna-street, near the Union Mill, anda 
policeman used his baton upon his head several 
times, knocking him senseless. A business man 
was standing near by,and said toan officer: 
“Don’t hit so brutally.” “*Shut up, we don’t 
give a —— who we hit now.” A. L. Mathews, a 
timekeeper in the Union Rolling Mill, was stand- 
ing in the doorof his office when Jack Reese 
struck himon the bead and shoulder. Patrol- 
man Hanks went into the Union Mill and ham- 
mered a coal shoveler. Another struck two 
puseuss. Edward Joyce and an old man named 
John Martin, injuring them inaterribdie man- 
ner. Atewof the strikers who could not get 
away turned and fought desperately, and the in- 
juries received by the police is the result of this 
stand. 

Superintendent of Police Schmidt declares that 
there was no more force used than necessary and 
that there was no indiscriminate clubbing as is 
alieged hy many of the strikers. 

This atternoon a citizens’ committee, consist- 
ing of M. A. Hanna, John Tod, Gen. James Bar- 
nett, and E. R. Perkins, met to advise as to the 
course to pursue during the present difficulties, 
It was decided that the committee should wait 
upon President Chisholm, of the rolling mill 
company, and have a conference with him.

THE MICHIGAN STRIKERS. 
East SaGinaw, Mich., July 16.—Repre- 


sentative Barry was arrested this morning upon 
two warrants charging him with inciting con- 
spiracy at the mills of James Patterson and 
Eaton, Potter & Co. He was held to bail in 
$3,000 in each case, which he furnished. He 1s 
now under four charges and $12,000 bail. The 
mill of Tyler & Son, at Crow Island, started up 
this morning with a full force. Wiggins, Cooper 
& Co. were expected to start up, but their men 
were afraid to go to work. D.C. Blinn, of Bay 
City, who was arrested and taken to Saginaw 
City last evening, was arraigned this morning, 
and bail was fixed at $3.000. He has thus far 
been unable to obtain it. The general situation 
this morning is unchanged. 

Bay City, Mich., July 16.—At 4 o’clock 
this morning an incendiary fire broke out in the 
lumber piles of 8, G. M. Gates. It was checked 
with slight loss. The docks contained 1,500,000 
feet of tumber, A kerosene bottle was found at 
the point where the fire started. Everything ts 
quiet and orderly this morning. J. R. Hail’s 
shingle mill has started up with a full crew at 10 
hoursa day and a corresponding reduction in 
wages. 


GLASS BLOWERS ON A STRIKE. 
CUMBERLAND, Md., July 16.—The men 
employed in the works of the Warren Glass Com- 
pany in this city struck a day or two ago because 


two apprentices were put to work blowing bot- 
ties. The foreman explained that the rulesof the 
union allowed him to employ the B° sas he 
pleased, and the men were satisfied, but the 
company refused to allow the two ringleaders 
to return to work, and the whole force refused 
to go in.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


GIVEN A LEASE OF LIFE. 
A RECEIVER TO CONTINUE TO MANAGE THE 
PITTSBURG AND WESTERN. 
PITTSBURG, July 16.—A decree of im- 
portance to the Pittsburg and Western Railroad 
was filed in the United States Circuit Court 
to-day by Judge Acheson, the effect of which 
will be to prevent the foreclosure of 


the mortgages against the road, and give it in- 
stead a renewed tenure of life by allowing it to 
remain in the hands of the Receiver, to be 
operatea for the benefit of those holding its 
etocks or bonds. The company, when it found 
it would be unable to float its indebtedness by 
paving the interest on its bonds, desired the 
road to go into the hands of the Receiver. 
The Mercantile Trust Company, of New-York, 
however, holding a large mortgage on the road 
in trust for bondholders, applied to the court to 
have a Receiver appointed to dispose of the 
pte one ly sagnet- 4 and close up its affairs. The 
answer to the petition of the Mercantite Trust 
Company set forth that the interest of those 
tor whom the petitioner held its mortgage in 
trust and the interest of all others would be best 
served by allowing.the road to remain in opera- 
tionjin the hands of the Receiver. 

The decision of the court upon this petition 
and answer has not yet been filed, but the mat- 
ter is virtually disposed of by the decree to-day. 
Pending the decision of the petition of the Mer- 
ecantile Trust Company, the Receiver of the 
Pittsburg and Western petitioned for authority 
to pay off the indebtedness of the defend- 
ant company and to borrow money to 
operate the road. The court appoint- 
ed as Master R. B. Carnahan, to take 
testimony in the matter, and the testimony and 
finding is now on file with the decree. The 
Judge in the decree authorizes and empowers 
the Receiver to apply all income of the road 
whatsoever, which has or may accrue from 
bonds, stocks, or personal property given as se- 
curity for the floating indebtedness, to the pay- 
ment of the road’s obligations. 

The floating debt in the Master’s report is 
placed at $1,993,963 67. The discretionary power 
of the Receiver is not to be used, however, un- 
less in his best judgment it shall be to the inter- 
est of the ondholders secured by _ the 
mortgage held by the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany. The Keceiver is authorized. to  bor- 
row money to pay the indebtedness due at the 
time otf the application fora Receiver; dam- 
ages for right of way, interest on purchase 
money, mortgages, and overcharges for freight, 
amounting, as estimated, to $297,857 28; for 
the payment of the claims of the Pittsburg 
Car Company and Pittsburg Locomotive and Car 
Works, aggregating $144,138 13; for the payment 
of $69,602 70 due foreign roads for freight and as 
mortgage balances; also to issue Receivers’ cer- 
tificates in the form recommended by the Mas- 
ter to pay indebtedness, the same to bear inter- 
est at a rate not in excess of 6 percent, The 
certificates of the Receiver are to be liens on the 
property of the road prior to bonds and mort- 
gages represented by the plaintiffs. 


THE TEXAS AND ST. LOUIS. 
A number of the security holders of the 
Texas and St. Louis Railway met in the office of 
the Central Trust Company yesterday to discuss 


measures for the protection of their interests. 
J. W. Paramore presided. Remarks were made 
by Receiver Fordyce, who said that the narrow 
gauge of the road, low freight rates, and the 
drought during the past three years had united- 
ly militated against the prosperity of the com- 
pany. He recommended that the road be changed 
to standard gauge, in order that it might be 
enabled to compete with other roads. The esti- 
mated cost of changing the gauge is $2,500,000. 
One plan suggested is to issue first lien bonds for 
the purpose of raising the money necessary to 
change the wauge and extend the line north- 
ward. George Coppell, William Mertens, J. W. 
Paramore, Edward A. Price, and Mr. Marcus 
were appointed a committee to consider a plan 
and report at a meeting to be held next week.

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THE MANUFACTURE OF OXYGEN. 


—_—- 

The chemical wonder of the London In- 
ventions Exhibition, the manufacture of oxygen 
by the process of Brin Fréres, is thus described: 
They have made what is really an artificial min- 
eral lung of anbydrous oxide of barium, and 
with this, by an ingenious process, they simply 
take up the oxygen from the atmospheric air. 
They decompose the air, so to speak, and abso- 
lutely do what they like with it. First the air is 
drawn by means of a partial vacuum through a 
vessel of quickliime, which, absorbs all the car- 
bonie acid and moisture and reduces it to a mixt- 
ure of oxygen and nitrogen. These gases are then 
drawn into the retorts neated at 500°, and the 
artificial lung absorbs the oxygen, while the 
nitregen is drawn off to a gasometer for 
conversion into ammonia, &c. The novelty 
is in the manufacture of the artificial rane. 
The Brins for the first time have made th 
indestructible. The use of baryta for the pur- 
pose is not unknown, but hitherto the baryta has 
been perishable and has req uired renewal every 
twenty-four hours at great expense. They make 
it virtually indestructible and unchangeable, 
In this way they claim to have effected an abso- 
lute revolution in chemistry, for with a lung for 
the machine and the atmospheric air for the 
material they can make just as much oxygen ag 
they like, and the uses of this fluid, present and 
prospective, are almost innumerable and inca. 
Culable. The doctors would be very glad to 
have it for purposes of Inhalation, only 
as it has been hitherto made from chiorime 
it contains a trace of that poison and is 
therefore a perilous thing to play with. We are 
now to have according to the inventors oxygen 
not only for the sick chamber, but for the puri- 
fication of ordinary Qwelling houses, and es- 
pecially of theatres and public hails. It is sim- 
piy to be turned on into a vVitiated atmosphere 
like astream of fresh air. Then the oxywen is 
forced into water to make a new table beverage 
of the most refresbing and invigorating kiud, 
aerated without the slow poison of carbonie 
acid. Itisto burn with gas or lamp Hghbt, and 

make a flame which is to rival electricity 
in brightness and brilliancy, and altogether 
surpas it in cheapness, besides being the 
one light in the world which shows all colors 
at their absolute day!ight value. In metallurgy 
it is to produce nothing short of a revolution, 
as 1t will feeda fire upto the highest tempera- 
ture known. In another of its uses, dissolved in 
water, it is to effect much the same revolution 
in the bleaching trade. The nitrogen, which 
was at first looked upon as a waste product 
incidental to the manufacture of oxygen, 
is now, by @ process due to the ingenu- 
ity of the same inventors, to be turned into 
ammoniacal salts for manure. Most of the uses 
of these products were formerly known, but 
this invention, if we are to believe what is 
claimed for it, tends to make them universal by 
an almost fabulous reduction in the cost of pro- 
duction. The chemical text books, according to 
Messrs. Brin, are at fault as to the possibilities 
of baryta. They all teach that it is destructible; 
and the Brins maintain that as they know how to 
treat it itis indestructible. Thatis the essence 
of their invention,and according to them the 
failure to discover the secret accounts for the 
fact that so many men of science, beginning 
with Priestly and Lavoisier, have vainly tried to 
extract oxygen from atmospheric air. Their 
2fforts have been persistent in proportion to the 
magnituce of the reward in view. Oxygen in 
large quantities means a revolution in half the 
vrocesses of chemical industries.

PRODUCTION OF BORAX. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The price of commercial borax has 
greatly decreased during the past three years. It 
can be bought now for half what it cost in 1882, 
Then the market rate was 11 cents a poundand 
at the present time itis 544 centsa pound, This 
faliing off in prices bas continued notwithstand- 
ing the imposition of a tariff which virtually 
pronibits the importation of borax and bo- 
racic acid. It has been due therefore to the 
consumption not keeping up with the sup- 
ply. The production of borax on this coast, 
which is the only part of this country 
where it 1s found, has been steadily very 
laree. Last year 4,500 tons were extracted 
by the various borax mining companies 
in this State and Nevada. Its use has not 
grown more limited, but it bas not kept pace 
with the production. Itisemployed in welding, 
glazing, pottery, andcleansing. The iron trade 
consumes the largest quantity of borax, and 
with the increase of that industry the business 
of borax mining will be benefited. New uses 
are being found forthis mineral. At first it was 
thought fit only for iron workers and biack- 
smiths, Its detersive properties were revealed 
afterward. The manufacture of glazed iron and 
earthenware was begun after other virtues were 
discovered in borax, and now it is employed in 
packing meats in Chicago. Notwithstanding the 
supply from Italy, large quantities of borax are 
exported to Europe from the Pacific coast. 
Last week 775,000 pounds were shipped from 
this port to Liverpool. Some of the London il- 
lustrated papers contain flaming advertisements 
in true American style lauding the virtues of 
soaps made from California borax. Boracic soaps 
and borax in the shape it comes from the mines 
are admirable cleansers. A piece of borax 
dropped into water renders it pleasant to wash 
in. The supply on this coast is practically inex- 
haustibie, as when crude borax is removed from 
the fields where it is found a renewal of it en- 
sues. Most of the mineral deposits of this region 
carry borax in a crude fcrm, and consequently 
there are many borates from which the pure 
borax is obtained. The crude borax of this 
coast is of a high quality. The largest supply 
comes from Teel marsh, in the Candelaria dis- 
trict, Nevada, This field has been worked the 
longest and has given the greatest yield of any 
on the coast. There is a big marsh, 12 miles long, 
in San Bernardino and several in Mono, Lake, 
and other counties. The depression now exist- 
ing in the borax trade wili, it is. thought, be 
gradually removed, 


THE HISTORY OF A TENOR. 
From Galignani’s Messenger. 

The tenor Massart, who is now singing 
at Lyons andcreated the partof Sigurd when 
Reyer’s Opera was produced there, may shortly 
be heard in Paris. as there isa question of 
his engagement at the Paris Opera. Like so 


many other singers of the day, his adoption 
of the stage as a profession was due almost to 
accident, us he was not trained for the theatre. 
He was an officer in the Belgian army and 
possessed a good voice, but did not know a 
note of music. The bandmaster of his regi- 
ment, being a competitor for a Government 
prize, bad composed a cantata and asked 
Massart to sing a part in it. He consented, 
and the execution took place in the presence 
of the King and Queen of the Belgians. Her 
Majesty, who is an excellent musician, was 
pleased with the singer, and sent for him to 
compliment him. She was aware that he was an 
amateur, and asked him if he never had an idea of 
going on the stage, predicting for him great suc. 
cess if he did. Massart replied tbat not having 
the means of studying music he could not give 
up his position in the army. The Minister of 
War was present at the interview and proposed 
to give him an unlimited furlough with fuil pay, 
and to undertake to get him admitted to the 
Uonservatoire. Massart accepted, and a year 
later he made his début at the Brussels Opera, 
where he remained for three or four years. He 
has since been singing at Lyons,

ARRIVAL OF THE GENESTA 


SHE CROSSES THE ATLANTIO IN 
TWENTY-TWO DAYS, ~ 
gOW THE ENGLISH RACER LOOKS AND HER 
PREVIOUS BRILLIANT RECORD—MEET- 
ING OF THE NEW-YORK YACHT CLUB. 


After making the fastest passage on rec- 
ord forasailing yacht across the Atlantic the 
English cutter Genesta dropped anchor off Tomp- 
kinsvilie, Staten Island, early yesterday morning. 
Tt had taken her just 22 days to make the run 
from Queenstown. Most of the time the weather 
was fair, the wind was favorable, and the little 
vessel bounded as merrily over the waves as 
though she were racing competitors in the Eng- 
lish Channel. She ran 1,100 miles at one stretch 
in five days. On the 8th inst. she had to lay to 
for 24 hours in what First Officer Forstate called 
a“ capful o’ wind,” but she sailed fast enough 
the next day to make un for it. “The voyage 
across was as pleasant as could be desired,” said 
Mr. Forstate to a TrmrEs reporter, “and was ab- 
solutely uneventful. We escaped a severe storm, 
we saw no icebergs, and the fog we ran across 
was hardly worth mentioning. The vessel be- 
haved aplendidly.” 

When merchant steamshipsand sailing vessels 
with flags of foreign nations, and Coney Island 
excursion boats with the American flag, began 
to move round the Bay, the Genesta dropped the 
bold British ensign over her stern, and ran the 
curious dark blue and red flag of the Royal Har- 
wick yacht squadron to her masthead. Capt. Car- 


ter went ashore to telegraph news of the yacht’s 
arrival to England, and the crew—she carries 20 
men all told—began to clean ship in preparation 
for visitors. Lots of them looked at her during 
the afternoon. William R, Travers’s yacht 
Fanny fired a welcoming gun. Critical eyes ex- 
amined her from beneath an awning on Edward 
Stokes’s steam yacht Fra Diavolo. Aman with 
a red shirt dipped the colors on the Eolus. Men 
not rich enouch to own yachts, but sailors 
enough to admire them, went to Staten Island 
by ferry, and put the price of a Sunaay dinner 
into the capacious pockets of watermen on the 
lookout for a job. 

The Genesta did not cross the ocean with the 
Jarge graceful spars that she will use when she 
competes for the America Cup. They are too 
large for safety at sea. Her racing rigging was 
shipped in the hold of the Anchor Line steamer 
Furnessia, and Collector Hedden sent word to 
the New-York Yacht Club vesterday that he had 
been instructed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to admit them free of duty. The Genesta 
came across ina “jury” rig, with a mast six feet 
shorter than the one that will be put into her 
before the great race. She sailed most of the 
time under storm jib, foresai], and trysail. A 
full description of the vessel, with points of 
comparison between her build and the Amer- 
ican sloop yachts, was printed in THE TIMES 
when the international race which she has 
come over here to try and win was arranged. 





The Genesta was built on the Clyde. She 
is 90 feet over all, 81 feet on the water 
line, 15 feet beam, 1134 feet devth of 


hold, and 13% feet draught. She carries about 
70tons. She is of composite construction, with 
steel frame and elm and teak planking, and she 
was built solely for speed in racing. ‘rhe deck 
fittings are novel, being constructed largely 
with a view to economy inroom. Thoughanew 
boat with her canvas unstretched the Genesta 
proved herself to be the best “all around” 
yacht in the British racing fleet last season. She 
started 34 times and won 17 prizes—7 first and 10 
recond. Her buiider believes that she did not 
reach her maximum speed last year, and he ex- 
pects greater things trom her before the close of 
the present season. 

New-York yachtsmen who went down the 
harbor to look at the Genesta yesterday did 
not find her quite so handsome a vessel as many 
of them ha@ been led to expect. Her black bull 
was somewhat rusty from sea wear. As she 
rose and fell on the waves the bright copper 
sheathing at the water line glittered hke gold in 
the sun. Her cutwater was as straight as a 
flag pole, and the enormous overhang at the 
Btern seemed something quite different from 
yachts usually seen in these waters. There was 
nothing on her decks to screen the weatherspray. 
She stood about four feet out of water, a little 
higher than the Priscilla, which is believed by 
good judges to be her closest competitor. Owing 
to the peculiar rounding lines of the vesse) from 
stem to stern her full deck, slightly arched, 
looked just the shape of a slice cut lengthwise 
from a well shaped beetroot. Everything about 
the deck is arranged for quick, convenient work 
in an emergency. Every frame has a cleat. 

‘The cabins are plainly fitted upin pine and 
walnut, and are simply furnished. There is 
no carpet in the main cabin, and nothing buta 
neat straw matting in the ladies’ cabin. Every- 
thing Is thoroughly English. The English 
cook made a big Engiish boiled pudding for din- 
ner the first day he spent off American shores. 
The crew were beefy and ruddy. They wore no 
uniform, and looked rather shabby in compari- 
son with the English sailors on board the Ileen, 
another yacht modeled by the same man that 
modeled the Genesta, which was anchored close 
alongside. Thetars on the Ileen rowed over to 
the new arrival when the day’s work was done, 
spent an hour or so in eonviviality, and asked 
for “* news from ’ome.” No one on board the 
Genesta could say when she would be put in 
racing trim until information was received from 
Sir Richard Sutton, her owner, or from T. 
Beavor Webb, her designer, who are on their 
Way across the Atlantic. 

The New-York Yacht Club was in session dis- 
cussing its annual regatta yesterday when news 
of the Genesta's arrival reached them. It was 
decided to postpone the trial races until after 
the annual rezatta. The club race for the 
Goelet cups will take place in the early part of 
the cruise, probably on Monday. Aug. 3, the 
day after the fleet arrives in Newport. The 
course will be triangular and about 45 miles 
long, starting from Brenton's Reef Lightship. 
The starting signal will be given promptly at 
10 A. M. if possible.

THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS TO MEET IN 
ANTWERP IN SEPTEMBER. 


The Chamber of Commerce received & 
letter from Secretary of State Bayard some 
time ago stating that the Government had been 
invited to send delegates to an International 
Congress of Commercial Law at Antwerp, Bel- 
gium, in September, but that there was no ap- 
propriation available for such a purpose. Secre- 


tary Bayard said that if the Chamber of Com- 
merce would senda delegate the State Depart- 
ment would indorse him. The Chamber yester- 
day appointed ex-Judze Charies A. Peabody as 
eB delegate to the congress, and that gentleman 
will leave for Antwerp at an early day. King 
Leopold has appointed Baron Lambermont pre- 
siding officer of the cougress. Following isan 
extract of aletter from the Belgian Minister at 
Washington to Secretary Bayard in regard to 
the congress: 

“The programme comprised three subjects, viz.: 
Maritime law, bills of exchange, and contracts for trans- 
Nepean Certain circumstances which have come to 

he knowledge of the Beigian Government since the 
Appointment of the commission have induced itto 
er to that body to eliminate the subject of con- 
racts for transportation from the programme of the 
congress, and the commission has decided soto do. I 
hm instructed to bring this factto your Excellency’s 
knowledge, and to avail myself ot this oO casion to in- 
form you that the Belgian Government attaches great 
value to the adhesion of the Washington Cabinet to 
shis congress, which is to meet atthe close of the 
wonth of September next.” 





TAXES ON CAPITAL STOCK. 

Col, E. T. Wood, as attorney for the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad 
Company, yesterday served notice on the city 
that application had been made for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the city from collecting $119,179 
in personal taxes assessed against the company 
for 1882. The proceeding is brought on the 
ground thatthe Court of Appeals recently de- 
cided that the city could assess the cap- 
ital. stock of the corporation at its 
actual value instead of its par value. 
The Tax Commissioners in 1882 assessed the 
Krie Road on its nominal capital stock, deduct- 
ing t wrefrom the amount of its non-taxable in- 
Vestments and the assessed value of its real 
estate. The remainder of the capital stock was 
assessed at a little less than its par value as per- 
sonal property. The Court of Appeais decision 
was in the case of the Twenty-third-Street Rail- 
road Company. 

The city, it is said, will claim that in the case 
of the Mutual Telegraph Company which was 
brought before the courts, it was decided tkat 
the company, having failed to make application

DROWNED IN GREAT SOUTH BAY.

A TRAGEDY DUE TO A SAILING MASTER’S 
CARELESSNESS. 


The sad death of Miss Agnes Roe, Mr. 
William Tichenor, and Mr. Jobn Hedden, by 
drowning in the Great South Bay on Wednesday 
evening last, has cast a deep gioom over the vil- 
lage of Patchogue, where Miss Roe and Mr. Tich- 
egor resided and were well and favorably known. 
The drownipg was doubly sad from the fact that 
two of the victims were united in death who 
were shortiy.to have been united in marriage. 
Miss Roe was the hfe of the village society, and 
all three of the victims were members of the 
most respected and influential families of Suf- 
folk County. On Wednesday evening a party, 
consisting of Mr. Tichenor, Miss Roe, her 
brother Arthur, and Mr. John Hedden, started 
for a sail from the Patchogue dock, intending 
to saila short distance on the Great South Bay. 
For the sail they engaged the sloop yacht Jennie 
Lewis of Capt. Herbert Lewis, who sailed them. 
As the little yacht headed south the party on 
board waved their handkerchiefs asa farewell 
toa party of their acquaintances on the dock, 
young Tichenor caliing ‘to them to get into a 
boat and try and catch them. 

Nearly a half hour’s sail had been enjoyed, 
and the yacht had reached a point nearly op- 
posite Blue Point, when Capt. Lewis put the 
boat about, and as she jibed the boom swung 
around with terrific force. Miss Roe, Mr. 
Tichenor, and Mr. Hedden at the time were 
standing in the stern of the boat with their 
backs to the boom and were struck by it and 
swept headiong into the water. The yacht by 
this time had gathered some little headway, but 
as soon as possible was again put about and lay 
to at_ almost the spot where the accident oc- 
curred, but too late to be of any service. 
For a moment Miss Roe’s body remained 
on the surface of the water, and Mr, 
Tichenor was seen swimming toward 
it. Mr. Roe, who stood in the stern of the boat 
and could render them no aid, saw Tichenor 
reach her side and seize her as she was sinking 
for the last time, and for a few seconds he could 
be seen making every effort to keep her up. 
Mr. Hedden sank almost as soon as he touched 
the water, and no doubt received the full force 
of the boon, the blow knocking him senseless. 
Capt. Lewis sailed for more than half an hour 
around and over the spot where the accident 
happened, with a view to securing the bodies, 
but without success, and finally sailed for the 
Patchogue dock. 4 

Mr. Roe was nearly frantic with grief, and 
when he reached his home and informed his 
parents of the death of bis sister and her be- 
trotbed their grief knew no bounds. The news 
of the sad affair spread quickly throuyh the vil- 
jage, and in a short time the little dock was filled 
with the friends of the victims, A number of 
boats well provided with grapnels at once put 
out for the scene of the accident to drag for the 
bodies, but they were unsuccessful. All day 
yesterday efforts were made to find the bodies, 
over 60 boats being engaged in dragging the bay 
with fish nets and other appliances with the 
hope of recovering the bodies, put up to last 
evening they bad been unsuccessful. 

Miss Roe was 18 years of age,and a daughter 
of Jesse Roe, (a manufacturer of surveyors’ in- 
struments,) of New-York City. She was be- 
trothed to William Tichenor, who was drowned 
with her. Mr. Tichenor was emploved as a clerk 
in the Patchogue drug store, and was preparing 
to graduate as a physician. He wasa nephew of 
Dr. Craven. Mr. Hedden resided in the village 
of Flushing, and was spending nis vacation at 
Patchogue. He was employed asaclerk in the 
store of Reed & Barton, New-York City. 

Capt. Lewis, who was in command of the 
yacht at the time of the accident, is severely 
censured by the townspeople in general for his 
earelessness. He has been sailing pleasure par- 
ties in the bay for the past two months. A re- 
ward of $200 has been offered for the recovery 
of the bodies.

MR. ERWIN WRITES AFFECTIONATE LETTERS 
TO HIS WIFE. 

Mrs. Margaret Adele Erwin, who was 
shot by her husband in the Allman House on 
Wednesday, was in as comfortable condition 
yesterday as could be: expected. Drs. Brown 
and Segur, who are attending her, say that she 
will recover. They have not yet found the 
pistol ball, but think that it is imbedded in the 
muscles of the shoulder. The heart and lungs 
are not disturbed, and the two doctors will not 
attempt to extract the ball fora few days. Last 
evening she was well enough to be removed to 
St. Vincent’s Hospital. The physicians at the 
Bellevue Hospital, whither Mr. Erwin was con- 
veyed after shooting himself, think that his 


chance of life is good. The bullet which he fired 
into his right side took a c:ooked course, and 
was found near the skin and extracted. it had 
not penetrated the abdominai cavity. 

Erwin was visited yesterdayin Bellevue by 
members of a Hebrew charitable association, to 
whom he talked freely. He said that he made Miss 
O’Thayre’s acquaintance in a Second-avenue 
boarding house, and the third day after they 
were married by a minister in Allen-street after 
they failed to get married at the City Hall. 
They first lived in a fine flatin Eighty-fifth- 
etreet, near Lexington-avenue, but his wife 
drank sothat hestored the furniture to pre- 
vent her selling it. He declared to the visitors 
that he never gambled in his life or saw a horse 
race. He soid jewelry on commission, he said. 
He was never known by any other name than 
E:win. He studied natural sciences two years 
inthe Magdeburg High School, and was two 
years at Heidelberg University, but did not take 
adegree. He said also that his wife had re- 
ceiveda good public school education, but was 
not educated at the Mount St. Vincent Acad- 
emy. 

Erwin’s veracity may be judged of by a dis- 
covery made by Superintendent Murray. Hear- 
ing that Erwin was an ex-convict, he sent De- 
tective-Sergeant Hickey to the hospital. The 
latter went to Erwin’s cot and instantly indenti- 
fied him. Heis No. 56 in the Rogues’ Gallery. 
and his record in the index is: ‘* Frank Lowen- 
thal, 28, telegraph operator, alias Sneeny Irvine. 
Arrested for shoplifting by Detectives W. 
Adams and Langan, September, 1882.” Adams, 
who knew him well, is dead, but Hickey says 
that Erwin has served several terms in the peni- 
tentiary for larceny. He believes that there is 
an indictment against him for stealing opera 
giasses in Maiden-iane. His age is given incor- 
rectly on the record, and he is probably now be- 
tween 35 and 40. 

Mrs. Brown, of the Allman House, said yester- 
day that Mr. O’Thayne did not fiy into a passion 
over the marriage, dut treated the daughter in 
the kindest manner possible, although he was 
by no means suited with Erwin as a son- 
in-law nor with the manner of the 
marriage. The landlady spoke in _ terms 
of the highest respect for Mrs. Erwin, 
but was not very complimentary in her 
remarks concerning the husband, who, she said, 
sometimes beat his wife. Mrs. Brown also said 
thet the flat ot which Erwin spoke was fur- 
nished by Mr. O’Thayne, and that he stored the 
furniture just before going to Europe. It is 
supposed that Erwin was impelled to an attempt 
on his wife’s life by jealousy, disappointment 
at not receiving money from Mr. O’Thayne, and 
desperation because of his wife’s return to her 
father’s house after he had been successful in 
preventing her from going abroad with her 
father and sister. 

The record of the marriage at Sanitary Head- 
quarters shows that it took place on Nov. 7, 1884, 
and says: “August W. Erwin, 42; residence, 
New-York; jeweler; native Cincinnati, Ohio, 
was married to Delia Thayne; ave, 24; residence, 
New-York; by the Rev. J. H. Stansbury.”” The 
clergyman wasthe Pastor of the Allen-Street 
Methodist Church. Heisnowin Brooklyn. The 
bride appears to have dropped the ** O” to her 
name when she was married. 

Late Wednesday evening, after Mr. Erwin had 
been conveyed to the Bellevue Hospital, he sent 
= following note, written in a firm hand, to his 
wife: 

DARLING DELL: These are my final lines in this 
world. I hope you will forgive me, and God bless you. 
Your dying husband, GUS. 

He also sent the following note yesterday to the 
manager of the Allman House: 

Mr. YOUNG: How is my wife? Please telegraph me 
and accept 1,000 kisses for her. My bullet has been 
probed. GUS. 

Mrs. Erwin had these sent to her by Mrs. 
Brown. She was indignant that her husband 
should venture to address her after attempting 
her life, and declared emphatically that she had 
done with him and would prosecute him if she 
recovered. 





DELAYING AN EXCURSION PARTY. 

The blowing out of a cylinder head in 
the steamboat Biackbird while taking 1,500 ex- 
cursionists to Hudson Grove, on the Sound, 
Wednesday afternoon caused a slight panic on 
the steamboat and the two barges attached to 
it. A dense cloud of steam arose from near the 
walking beam frame, and then the beam was 
suddenly hurled into the air and fell on the 
deck. Theiron came near striking a lady and 
child, but fortunately no one was hurt. A tug 
took the excursionists to their destination, and 
at 4:30 they started home. The tide was heavy 
andthe tug struggled with the two barges but 
did not make much headway. Before Brooklyn 
was reached three tugs were impressed into the 
service and even then the tide through Hell Gate 
was met with great difficulty. Brooklyn was not 
reacbed until early yesterday morning. The ex- 
cursion was of Stella Lodge, No. 485, F. and A.

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“ FATHER COLUMBIA” LOCKED UP. 
WALTER H. SHUPE IN LUDLOW-STREET JAIL 
CHARGED WITH APPROPRIATING $6,500. 

Ludlow-Street Jail, the home of embar- 
rassed financiers, is now the abode of Walt+r H. 
Shupe, who, as ‘* Father Columbia,” figured in 
the late Presidential campaign as one of Butier’s 
chief henchmen, pushing the latter’s claims 
through the columns or a now defunct journal 
known as the Advocate, which Shupe claimed to 
have pushed to a circulafion of 750,000 copies, 
Mr. Shupe was put into the jailon Monday, un- 
der a commitment issued by Judge Abraham R. 
Lawrence, of the Supreme Court, for contempt 
of court, in a suit brought by John Swenarton, 
of Clarkstown, Rockland County, for the recov- 
ery of $6,500 alleged to have been fraudulently 
appropriated by Shupe and diverted to his own 
use, 

Swenarton charges that prior to Sept. 13, 1883, 
he had employed Shupe as his legal and confi- 
dential adviser and counselor in various mat- 
ters, particularly in the case of the disputed will 
of John Hancock, of which be (Swenarton) was 
the Executor. The will was not acceptable to 
many of the legatees and was disputed. Shupe 
advised Swenarton to buy up the interest of 
certain of the legatees, and prepared an instru- 
ment which Swenarton claims was required to 
be signed by all the parties in interest to be- 
come operative. Under this instrument, the pa- 

ers recite, Swenarton prepared to pay over 

6,500 to several of the legatees, and for this pur- 
pose requested Shupe to draw the necessary 
cbecks on the National Broadway Bank, where 
the requisite money was on ‘deposit. Shupe ac- 
cordingly drew nine checks, aggregating $6,500, 
each check being filled up to the order of Walter 
H. Shupe, Trustee, and before delivery by Swen- 
arton being indorsed to the payee by Shupe. 

When the calls were made upon the legatees 
with the checks none ot them were found, ex- 
cept Mr. Frederick Hamiiton, of Greenwich- 
street, this city, who refused to accept the 
check tendered. Shupethen, the papers declare, 
without notifying Swenarton, canceled the in- 
dorsements on the back of all the checks, except 
that of himself as Trustee, and in combination 
with one Sweeny deposited them in the National 
Park Bank, by which institution they were pre- 
sented to the National Broadway Bank and paid, 
The matter remained quiescent until February 
1884, when Swenarton made a formal demand 
upon Shupe tor the return of the $3,500, and, not 
receiving it. began an action before Judge Law- 
rence to recover it. 

Shupe apparently put inno answer, and was 
accordingly ordergd to pay the $6,500 in court to 
await the determination of the suit. He did not 
do this, and the final result was an order from 
Judge Luwrence on March 24, 1884, committing 
Shupe to Ludlow-Street Jai: for contempt of 
court. This order was held in abeyance until 
Monday last, when Shupe was arrested by the 
Sheriff and locked up. The reason for the long 
delay is probably owing to a suit brought by 
Swenarton against the National Broadway 
Bank to recover the $6,500 alleged to have been 
fraudulently obtained by Shupe, and which was 
decided in the bank’s favor. 

Mr. Shupe was seen at the jail by a reporter 
of Tue Times last evening, and hesaid: “ The 
order in question was made before the cause 
was tried, and directed me to pay the $6,500 into 
court pending the result of the proceedings. 
I did not obey it for the reason that the money 
was paid to me as Trustee by Swenarton, and 
was by me paid out on the next day. I then had 
no money belonging to Swenarton or to myself 
with which to respond to the order. I claim, in 
any event, that the judgment should precede the 


order to pay.”

AT THE CUSTOM HOUSE, 
SURVEYOR BEATTIE THINKS SOME OF THE 
NIGHT INSPECTORS HAVE QUEER IDEAS. 


Surveyor Hans S. Beattie has examined 
80 out of about 115 night inspectors in the em- 
ploy of the Government at this port. Mr. Beat- 
tie has questioned each man separately, the 
questions and answers being taken down in 
shorthand by the Surveyor'’s private secretary, 
As soon as hecompletes these examinations Mr. 
Beattie intends to make such changes in the 
force and the methods under which they do their 


work as he deems necessary. Hesaid yesterday: 
“Tam held responsible by the Secretary of the 
Treasury-for the manner in which the work of 
this department is done. I therefore deter- 
mined to have as accurate an understanding as 
possible of the personnel of the men under me, 
and the manner in which the public work was 
being performed. I have already ascertained 
that some of the night inspectors have very 
aueer ideas concerning their duties, and some- 
what lax notions inthe matter of integrity. I 
do not want any man under me who is not ca- 
pable and willing to do his work in a business- 
like and honest way.” 

Collector Hedden said yesterday that he was 
not contemplating any immediate changes in the 
force under him. The reappointment of Audi- 
tor Treichel, (Republican,) upon which Mr. Hed- 
den bas been coneratulated by two or three mis- 
informed newspapers, isof no more permanent 
character than was the Collector’s reappoint- 
ment ot all of theold Deputy Collectors. Mr. 
Hedden said yesterday that he had reappointed 
the old heads of divisions in order that there 
might not be any interruption in the public 
service. Mr. Treichel had to be reappointed in 
order that he migbt make necessary disburse- 
ments, he being the disbursing officer. The Col- 
lector remarked: ‘*Col. Treichel isa good offi- 
cer,and I hope that he may remain here for 
some time yet.’’ Mr. Knapp, the Collector’s 
brother-in-law, has been nominated for Assist- 
ant Auditor.

HER DEATH DUE TO BRUTALITY. 
John Davies, a young man employed as 
an assistant in the Washington Cemetery, at 
Parkville, Long Island, made a statement before 
the District Attorney of Kings County yester- 
day that James Birch, of Parkville, was re- 
sponsible for the death of his wife, which oc- 


curred at the Flatbush Hospital two days ago. 
Davies's story is that Birch and his wife quar- 
reled inthe garden about two weeks ago, and 
that Birch struck her on the back with a spade. 
She fell senseless and was then taken into the 
house. She remained there for two days. Her 
neighbors came to see her, but she did not tell 
them of the occurrence in the garden. As she 
did not improve her husband had her taken to 
Flatbush Hospital. There he visited her every 
day, but nothing was said of the true cause of 
the injury, the doctors being led to believe that 
it was the result of an accident. The husband 
was attentive to her, and there was nothing to 
cause suspicion. The woman railied a little ut 
first, but then began to grow worse and finally 
died. Birch was arrested yesterday afternoon 
by Detective Roche and taken to Raymond- 
Street Jail. He denies the charge emphatically. 





APCOY NOT YET O:F FOR DELAWARE. 

Although Judge Donohue yesterday de- 
cided that he would follow the opinion recently 
formulated by Gov. Hill in the case of “Big 
Frank * McCoy, that eminent burglar will not 


be taken back to Delaware as an escaped con- 
vict for some time, if at all, The Judge has 
granted astay of proceedings under the Gov- 
ernor’s extradition mandate until next Wednes- 
day, to enable McCoy’s counsel to apply for a 
stay pending an appeal. The question to be de- 
termined on appeal is as to whether an escaped 
convict can be compelled to serve out that por- 
tion of a term of imprisonment which he has 
failed to serve, when the term itself, whioh was 
hmited by definite dates, has expired. McCoy 
Was sentenced to a term marked as beginning 
Dec. 10, 1878, and ending Dec. 9, 1883, 





THE CASE OF BARRACHINA.

WORK OF THE POST OFFICE, 
HUNDREDS OF MILLIONS OF PIECES OF MAIL 
MATTER HANDLED DURING THE YEAR. 

The heads of departments in the Post 
Office have sent Postmaster Pearson their usual 
reports, showing in detail the business trans- 
acted in each department during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1885, It appears that during the 
year there were delivered, through lock boxes 
and by carriers, 275,241,586 pieces of ordinary 
mail matter, divided as follows: Letters, though 
boxes, 58,935.464; by carriers, 111,637,949. Postal 
cards, though boxes, 8,972,986; by carriers, 
84,601,670. Other mail matter, through boxes, 
80,148,804; by carriers, 30,944,713. In the regis- 
tered letter department 1,008,747 pieces were de- 
livered, and 543,025 of domestic and 359,396 of 
foreign origin recorded and distributed to other 
Offices. 

In the distribution department a total of 563,- 
667,114 pieces were handled, divided as follows: 
Letters of local origin, 92,183,228; received by 
mail, 18,187,758; foreign dispatched, 21,200,425; 
postal cards of local origin, 17,015,787; receive 
by mail, 4,241,719; foreign dispatched, 2,712,230: 
other matter of loca! origin, 340,482,814; received 
by mail, 49,800,801; foreign dispatched, 18,342,852. 
The total number of pieces of mail matter of 
ail kinds handled during the year was 840,819,- 
868, a daily average of 2,472,999. 

The ordinary mail matter handled was con- 
tained in 486,609 lock pouches and 1,736,385 sacks, 
including the foreign mail, of which there were 
25,583 sacks received and 177,461 dispatched, be- 
sides which there were handled 6,687 cases and 
92,186 pouches of registered matter, and 3,341 
pouches and 12,679 sacks of supplies. There also 
passed through the New-York Post Office in 
transit from and to other offices 122,448 pouches 
and 240,595 sacks of mail matter, making a total 
of 2,700,980 pouches, cases, and sacks bandled at 
the office, a daily average of 17.944, exclusive of 
those which the 15 branch offices exchanged 
with each other and with the general office, 

The volume of money order business was as 
follows: At the General Post Office 825,145 money 
orders were issued and paid, amounting tu 
$9,729,457 90. and 688,666 postal notes, amounting 
to $1,247,496 64. At the 15 branches the number 
of orders issued and paid was 149,104, amounting 
to $2,484,645 54, and the number of postal notes 
85,071, amounting to $66,643 79. The aggregate 
business of the money order department for 
the year amounted to $57,909,427. which, while 
showing an increase of 90,988 in the number of 
transactions, shows a decrease in the amount 
from the previous year of $3,067,374 69. 

The total receipts of the office were $4,340,- 
934 71, andthe total expenditures, $1,502,470 73, 
giving a net revenue of $2,838,463 98. The 
changes made for the promotion ot the efficien- 
cy of the service were as follows: Appointments, 
462; promotions, 580; reductions, 77. There 
were removed trom the service for official de- 
linquencies and offenses, retired for failure in 
efficiency during probation, and through deaths 
and resignations, 227 persons. The number of 
employes is 1,884, 
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CONTRADICTING WARD. 
MR. HORNBLOWER THINKS HIS STATEMENTS 
ARE NOT TO BE RELIED ON. 

The testimony in the case of Hiland G. 
Batcheller against Julian T. Davies, Assignee of 
Grant & Ward, was closed before Referee Ham- 
ilton Cole yesterday. Mr. Batcheller endeavored 
to prove that his loan of $10,000 had been ob- 
tained from Grant & Ward while his 500 shares 
of Farwelland Evening Star mining stocks had 
been hypothecated by Ferdinand Ward, who, 
he claimed, had sent them to James D. Fish. 
Mr. Hornblower, for Receiver Davies, pro- 





duced a check for $15,000, signed “J. & 
W. Seligman,” and _ dated ay 28, 1883, 
which, he claimed, was given in return 


for Mr. Batcheller’s stocks. This check, it was 
proved, was deposited by Ward to his personal 
credit. Mr. Hornblower’s object was to prove 
that Mr. Batcheller obtained his loan from Fer- 
dinand Ward and not fromthe firm of Grant & 
Ward, which, through Receiver Davies, hoidsa 
claim for $10,000 against Mr. Batcheller. 

Regarding a conversation he had with Ward 
in Ludlow-street Jail, Mr. Batcheller said: ‘I 
told him it appeared my 500 shares had been 
pledged to Fish. He said his recollection was 
that Fish did not have them at that particular 
time. He promised to look tho stock up and 
asked me to callin twodays. I did so, and he 
said he had been down town and had found out 
where my shares were. He refused to teil me 
where they were, but said he had got them back 
from Fish.” 

Mr. Batcheller seemed anxious to obtain some 
information about one of Ward's account books 
which he said Ward had told him Mr. Horn- 
blower had. Mr. Hornbiower said he bad never 
seen the book. ‘“ Ward told me,” said Mr. 
Batcheller, “that he saw it in your possession 
in Ludlow-Street Jail.” 

“That shows,” replied Mr. Hornblower, ** how 
much dependence is to be placed on Mr. Ward’s 
testimony. I never saw Mr. Ward in Ludlow- 
Street Jail and he never saw me there, and I 
never had such a book in my possession.” 

Counsel in the case will submit briefs, and 
then Referee Coie will be expected to wrestle 
with the case. He is not likely to render a de- 
cision before the close of the heated term.

Sr. Joun’s, Newfoundland, July 16.—The 
Hudson’s Bay expedition steamer Alert arrived 
here last night with her bows damaged by an 
ice floe, which she encountered at the entrance 
Commander Gordon, of the Alert, 
reports that he left Halifax May 22 and passed 


through 50 miles of Gulf of 8t. Lawrence ice, 
He called at Blanc Sable on June 1 and left there

width. Nackreck, north of Cape Brest,

She continued 
drifting through the ice with a six-knot tide 
until the 8th, and then bore up for Newfound- 
land. The Alert brokea stern plate, which was 
not sound when she iett Halifax, and her stern 
is considerably smashed, but is serviceable ex- 
cept for the heavy ice. The Captain deemed it 
prudent to return for repairs, however, and wilil 
be here nearly a week.

JUDGE BARRETT CONFIRMS THE DECISION IN 
FAVOR OF MRS, VAN ANTWERP. 


Judge Barrett has decided to confirm 
the report ‘of Referee Requier in favor of 
awarding the custody of the child George Trot- 
ter Van Antwerp to his mother, Elizabeth Van 
Antwerp. ‘The evidence,” he says, “in my 
opinion fully supports the conclusions of the 
Referee. If the question were one solely of 
moral character, there could be no difficulty in 
choosing between the petitioner, Mrs, Van Ant- 
werp, against whom no uereliction is chargzed,and 
the respondent, William Van snewere, who 
has so deeply wronged both wife and child. I 
refer to the ig ag oy vr of Mrs. Van Ant- 
werp's portion of her father’s estate, which was 
intrusted to her husband for delivery to a safe 
deposit company. Whether he thereby rendered 
himself amenaple to the criminal law need not 
now be decided. It is sufficient that he was 
got of a grave mora! delinquency, for which 

e has made no atonement, and with respect to 
which he exhibits a strange insensibilitr. 

‘There was certainly something singularly 
heartless in the resolve to follow up the spolia- 
tion of the wife by er ttenrty taking the child 
from the mother. The right of the father is not, 
as contended, entirely absolute. It is subordi- 
nate to his conduct and suitableness. It must 
even give way sometimes to the best interests of 
the child. In the present instance the respond- 
ent cannot under the circumstances be said to 
be a suitable and proper person to look after the 
chiid’s morai welfare. The mother, on the other 
hand, is in that regard entirely satisfactory. As 
to the child's physicai well-being and material 
interests there cannot be the slightest doubt 
that they will be promoted by maternal solici- 


ude. 

“Tt must be considered that this is a child of 
tender Feare--Sereee beyond infancy—and that 
this is essentially the time when a mother’s 
watchful éye anc loving care are most urgently 
needed. To deprive him of these for some years 
to come would bea cruelty to the boy, as well 
as, upon the other facts, an injustice to the 
mother.”
